PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


There can be no escaping the fact that Australian Soccer at 
most levels suffered during 1981. States found themselves with 
a multitude of problems both on and off the field: the Philips 
Soccer League continued its running battle with the Australian 
Soccer Federation, and the national team was eliminated from 
the World Cup. 

On the credit side, Australia successfully staged the F.1.F.A. 
World Youth Championships for the Coca Cola Cup and the 
national youth side performed magnificently in reaching the 
quarter finals, only to be narrowly beaten by the eventual 
winners, West Germany. However, 1981 is now over and we are 
faced with a brand new season in 1982. Despite the problems 
we experienced during fast year, | am optimistic that 1 982 willbe 
one of the most progressive seen in this State for some years. 
say this because of the changes in structure which have 
occurred within the Federation in recent months. 

The problems of previous years have been identified and we 
have proposed and adopted a number of changes which we 
believe are necessary to ensure that Northern Soccer again 
makes strides forward. 

This coming season sees a restructuring of the State League 
which now contains the best teams in Newcastle as well as the 
country centres. Previously the cost structure of this competition 
prohibited a number of teams from participating. However, the 
necessary changes brought about following the 1981 season 
have now put this competition within the reach of all leading 
Clubs. In addition to attracting the best club sides, the State 
League now attracts the best players: Again, in previous years 
some quality players were happy to play lower divisional soccer 
in return for attractive wages. Now, these players are seeking 
positions in the top division, a situation which will have a 
beneficial effect on the playing standard. 

It is essential that we fully promote this competition as our 
showpiece, and it is further essential that all clubs support us in 
this endeavour, for it must be realised that without a healthy top 
division, then soccer cannot be properly promoted or 
developed. The other major restructural change in 1982 relates 
to our decision to reduce the mandatory number of teams per 
club with the optional Under 19 ‘Rosebud Cup’. We have no 
doubt that this decision will assist in our aims to improve the 
standard of play within each club by ensuring that the reserve 
grade competition is contested by teams containing a mixture of 
first team fringe players and youth. 

We are thankful to the Adamstown Rosebud Licensed Club 
for its sponsorship of the youth competition. The club obviously 
sees the changes of being beneficial to soccer, and its gesture 
indicates the support it has for the Federation. 

Apart from these changes to competitions, a number of 
decisions have been made which influence other areas of 
administration and promotion. 

Recently, we appointed a State Director of Coaching on a 
part-time basis. In conjunction with the Board and Mr. Eric 
Worthington, the Rothman’s National Director of Coaching, a 
master plan will be implemented to enable soccer at all levels 
and in all areas of Northern New South Wales to develop on a 
properly conducted and uniform basis. With assistance from the 
State Government, which now accepts the situation of there 
being two soccer States in N.S.W., it is envisaged that within 
twelve months the State Director of Coaching position will revert 
to a full time basis. Last year we introduced ascheme to enable 
the purchase of soccer equipment on a bulk basis, thereby 
reducing the cost to clubs. With your support we intend to

which. if fully supported. will ensure major savings for clubs, 
particularly in 1983. 

Two years ago, Directors obtained a special lease on a large 
parcel of land at Hillsborough with a view to establishing a 
Federation ground. Since then very little work has been done on 
developing this area. It is essential that during 1982 we push 
ahead with our plans to develop the ground, and very shortly a 
sub-committee will commence work on this task. 

There is much work to be done during 1982 to regenerate 
interest in the code. Directors have identified the problems 
which have in the past held back the progress of soccer, and 
have adopted alternatives which can ensure the future success 
of our sport. It is essential that if these alternatives are to prove 
correct. all clubs are going to have to display a level of support 
and co-operation not seen in the North for many years. 

1982 and ensuing years can be successful and |! am sure 
that if we are all prepared to strive for this success, my optimism 
will be shared by all. 

Perhaps Sir Arthur George’s words at the last Australian 
Soccer Federation annual meeting sum up perfectly the manner 
in which we can achieve this. i 

“1 feel the future of the game given co-operation and 
cessation of internal disruption is as bright as ever, but it will 
require that type of co-operation and togetherness which was 
displayed prior to and during the World Youth, Championship. 
We can make a success and a future for soccer in this country 
only by pulling together and acting in unity to achieve our 
objectives.”

STATE LEAGUE 


As the first match in the 1981 State League got under way at 
Crystal Palace on Saturday, April 4th, 1981, between Wallsend 
and Edgeworth, there was no hint of the trouble ahead for these 
two Clubs - two of the Northern N.S.W. Soccer Federation’s 
leading Clubs. Nor, indeed, was there any possible foretaste of 
the crash of State League, which was to occur at the end of one 
of Northern Soccer's most troubled seasons. 

As in its inaugural year of 1980, the 1981 State League was 
to continue as a lonely battle of Club finances and proceed 
without the backing of a major sponsor. A meeting held at 
Sawtell near Coffs Harbour in January had determined the basis 
for State League and its competition format for the 1981 season. 
Each Club would pay $8,500 and travel throughout the State 
would be by aircraft. 

The competition was to involve 10 teams, with 6 of them 
coming from the Hunter Valley area and four others:- Armidale, 
Tamworth, Coffs Harbour and Clarence Valley, from the 
Northern country areas. The six Newcastle Clubs:- Wallsend, 
Edgeworth, Weston, Adamstown, Belmont-Swansea and 
Stewarts & Lloyds would play an Alliance League Competition in 
Reserve Grade and an Under 19 Competition with the possible 
involvement of Tamworth and Lismore, the latter of which 
wanted to fee! out the standard preparatory to entry of a Senior 
team in the 1982 Season. 

By mid-February, with 7 weeks still to go to kick-off. the State 

~\League had-its first emergency when Clarence Valley (Grafton) 
notified the Federation that they would be unable to field a side in 
the 1981 competition. Quick negotiation saw a newcomer 
admitted to the League, Twin Towns, representing the 
Coolangatta-Tweed Heads area, on the Queensland border. 
Unfortunately for the Federation, the plans of State League were 
firmly set from the Sawtell meeting and. had Twin Towns 
involvement been known at that date, it would have proved 
impossible to conduct a State League of such far-flung 
magnitude .for $8,500 affiliation and travelling fee. The 
involvement of a Club from the Queensland border, much further 
north than it had been envisaged flying, was to add tremendous- 
ly to travelling costs. 

The problems, however, were far from footballing minds as 
Steve Bland and “Polly” Griffiths hammered home goals at 
Crystal Palace on that April Saturday, to set Edgeworth in pursuit 
of the State League Title which had narrowly eluded them, on 
goal difference of two goals, intheir 1980 quest. Edgeworth had 
made no secret of the fact, during the close season. that those 
two vital goals which had cost them the $10,000 first prize, had 
left them in financial embarrassment. Indeed, the Club had 
already had a meeting with Federation officials. Stefan Kamasz 
and Brian Brown, with regard to their financial situation and all 
the State League Clubs had been appraised of the situation at 
Edgeworth. 

New Club, Twin Towns, got off to a fine start in their new 
competition, crushing the ‘luckless Armidale 6-0 at Tweed 
Heads. Tamworth hammered a struggling Adamstown 3-0 at 
Tamworth and Coffs Harbour showed that they had learned more 
than just a little from their 1980 involvement, giving the strong 
Stewarts & Lloyds outfit a hard battle in Newcastle before 
succumbing 2-4. Belmont-Swansea started the 1981 season 
where they left off in 1980 and haplessly presented Premiers 
Weston with a 3-0 half-time lead at Blacksmiths. The Swans gave 
promise of things to come perhaps. with a superb second half 
performance which saw them pull back to 2-3 and give Weston a 
torrid time.

The Swans’ illusions were promptly dispelled the following 
Saturday, at Adamstown Oval, with a 6-2 hiding at the hands of 
Rosebuds. 

On the Sunday. Twin Towns were ripped apart at 
McLaughlin Park, to the tune of 5-O by Edgeworth and 
Tamworth’s good start to the season was dispelled in a 2-4 loss 
at Coffs Harbour Showground. Stewarts & Lloyds made the 
journey to Armidale to dish out a 5-1 hiding to the locals with 
overseas imports, Stuart Gray and Frank McKay, getting four of 
the five goals. while a lone goal winner from Jack T. Turnbull at 
Weston Park gave the home side a struggling victory over the 
youthful Wallsend team. Coupled with the previous week’s 
display at Blacksmiths, it added up to a successful but stuttering 
start to the season by Weston - a somewhat unconvincing 
beginning to defence of their title. 

Reluctantly, it was agreed that the League was about to be 
dominated by the big three, Weston, Edgeworth and Stewarts & 
Lloyds. The third week of the season was Easter and the illusions 
were about to be wiped out. Geoff Allwell and John Morpus 
became instant heroes at Stewarts & Lloyds on Sunday, when

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their goals gave the country side successive victories in two 
seasons on the ground, with a 2-1 win. Acrowd of 300 saw the 
day's biggest shock at Twin Towns, where the home side 
grabbed two points with goals from Les Walker and Graham 
Henwood, from a Weston side which never got to grips with a 
hard fought match. John J. Turnbull's lone goal for the visitors 
just wasn’t enough and the 2-1 scoreline served to emphasize 
the doubts of Weston’s early season form. 

It was left to Edgeworth to visit Armidale to go to the top of 
the League with a one hundred percent record and without a 
goal conceded thus far. 

The perfect record in points was to be lost in Edgeworth’s 
next match at Stewarts & Lloyds in a grim, dour 0-0 draw and the 
unbeaten tag was to: be removed in the following match on May 
9th, with a shattering 0-2 home loss to Weston, with Dominic 
Moroney and Jeff Morton getting the goals, in a match which 
never hit the heights. 

Such is life, but both Clubs were to perform magnificently in 
a double-header Philips Cup Match (1st Round) at Macquarie 
Field in mid-week. Edgeworth had the unenviable task of facing 
the Tommy Docherty managed Sydney Olympic in the late game, 
while Weston had the easier task of Hobart side, Wrest Point 
Rapid. Weston snared an extra-time winner, after looking victors 
from the kick-off, to win 1-O ina match that saw Rapid with backs 
to the wall. for most of the game, the situation being reversed in 
the later match with Olympic putting tremendous pressure on 
Edgeworth at times. It was a brave and gutsy performance from 
the local side which gave as good as it got for most of the 90 
minutes and took all the plaudits for their efforts despite a 2-1 
defeat. 

Weston Bears had to travel to Sydney to face a redoubtable 
foe in the second round - none other than 1980 Philips League 
Premier. Sydney City. Weston were more than voluble about the 
short notice given them, that the tie was to be played in Sydney, 
and at one stage threatened to withdraw from the competition. 
Eventually, they made the journey and vented their fury against 
Australia’s Premier team, with a truly magnificent display, and 
had the disappointment only minutes away from the end of extra 
time and a home ground replay to concede a goal that put them 
out of the Competition. 

The showing of Weston in this Competition was to certainly 
increase confidence within the Club and they provided a two 
horse race at the top of State League with a 2-1 victory over 
Stewarts & Lloyds at Weston Park on Sunday, 17th May, and the 
neck and neck situation was maintained until a fortnight later 
when Edgeworth’s match at Tamworth was washed out after 
making a fruitless journey. One was to wonder later at the 
significance of this match, had it been played, at that time. 
Tamworth and Twin Towns were fighting in the upper half of the 
League with Stewarts & Lloyds for the minor prizemoney, Coffs 
Harbour and Adamstown always looked possibilities while 
Wallsend, Belmont-Swansea and Armidale looked to be the 
strugglers. Edgeworth were not to make the journey to Tamworth 
to replay the postponed match. 

The storm clouds were gathering for the Edgeworth Club 
which had not paid any of its affiliation or travelling money for 
the 1981 Season. It completed its first round programme on 
Saturday, 6th June, with a crushing 5-1 victory over Belmont- 
Swansea at Blacksmiths and Club Secretary. Paul Gow, faced the 
Federation Board for the second time the following Tuesday at 
the Adamstown offices. Tuesday evening's terse statement from 
President Stefan Kamasz to the media told that Edgeworth had 
been expelled from the Competition due to its financial position. 

Several Clubs were quickly approached to take the vacant

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position. Ali refused the position except one - Lake Macquarie. 
The terms of its entry to the Competition gave huge sighs of relief 
to the Board of the Federation. Every Club in the Competition had 
cause to be grateful for, without Lake Macquarie’s agreement to 
pay the full $8,500 affiliation fee, halfway through the season, 
then the League would have had to be abandoned. Fortunately, 
the Macquarie Club had been assured of sponsorship, if they 
could gain entry into State League. from the Hawkins Company, 
which had been such generous sponsors to them in the past. 
Lake Macquarie, therefore, exchanged second top placing in the 
Federation’s First Division for second top placing in State 
League - a situation which met with little opposition from the 
other State League Clubs, which had acknowledged 
Edgeworth’s financial position early in the season and realised 
the Federation's difficulty in providing a replacement. 

The Federation also had a second problem vital to the 
wellbeing of State League, which was very much in line with 
Edgeworth’s demise. Wallsend, the 1980 season Grand Finalist, 
was also in financial trouble, with its licensed premises trading 
poorly. Wallsend, like Edgeworth, had defaulted on its monetary 
instalments to State League and, at the end of the first round, 
were well behind in payment. Assurances from the Club 
Secretary-Manager, swayed the board of the Federation into 
allowing them to remain in the Competition with promise of a 
regular four-figure payment until the arrears were wiped out. 

Just two days later, a strange quirk of fate was to pit Lake 
Macquarie and Wallsend against each other in the next round of 

_ the Competition at Macquarie Field. Lake Macquarie must have 
“wondered what all the fuss was about as it continued its First 
Division success in. State League with Kerry Caban’'s two goals to 
alone reply from Wallsend’s Brian Whitehead, providing itwith a 
comfortable 2-1 win. ~ 

The Alliance League Competition was just about all over in 
Reserve Grade by mid-June with Adamstown having proved 
themselves vastly superior to anything else in the League. 

The Under 19 Competition. however, was providing the 
unexpected. Tamworth had streaked away to an early lead but, 
after a slow'and uncertain start, Lismore was posing more than 
an idle threat'to the top of the table. These two country sides had 
the advantage of their fellows in Under 19's, in as much as they 
were allowed to play three all-age players. Both, however, were 
to end up fielding definite Under 19 teams before the end of the 
season. Lismore’s participation in Under 19’s was not an easy 
one as they made the long journeys by mini-bus and sleeping 
arrangements for their squad were rough and ready - as indeed 
they were for the Newcastle teams for their visits to Oakes Oval. 

By the first Sunday in July, Lake Macquarie had shown that 
they would do well to hang onto a semi-final position, after a 4-0 
thrashing at the hands of Stewarts & Lloyds, who in turn proved 
that any challenge to Weston’s supremacy would come from 
their quarter. By the third week in July with only five matches to 
go, Weston held acomfortable 3 point lead over Stewarts, 4 over 
Tamworth and 5 over Twin Towns. 

Stewarts & Lloyds Oval on Saturday, 25th July, was make or 
break for both Clubs as they faced each other at 2.30 p.m. Awin 
for Weston gave it an unassailable lead and a mortgage on the 
Premiership for the second year in succession. By 4.15 p.m. 
Weston’s hopes were in ruins after a 4-1 defeat and the goals 
scored by Stuart Gray (penalty), Frank McKay, John Parkes and 
David Sweeney had ensured a tremendous fight over the last 
four Premiership rounds with Weston’s lead cut down to a 
slender point. 
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The following day, Twin Towns and Tamworth fought out a 
grim O-O draw to stay locked in the minor semi-final positions 
and both recorded wins the following weekend, while 
Adamstown were bounced 3-0 by a grim Weston at Adamstown 
Oval. after the home side had had midfielder, Johm Macquarie, 
sent off in the first minute of the match. With Coffs Harbour 
accounting for Lake Macquarie 3-2, it appeared that an all 
country minor semi-final was more than a possibility. 

Trouble for State League and the Federation was again on 
the horizon. On Sunday, 19th July, Geoff Allwell’s two goals for 
Tamworth put paid to Wallsend in more ways than one, when the 
State League’s carrier Masling Airlines reported misconduct by 
the Wallsend team on the return flight to Newcastle. 

It was to be the final and ultimate complaint from the airline 
who had reported other instances of misconduct, mostly minor, 
from some Clubs throughout the season. The Federation had 
issued numerous warnings to all Clubs, without obtaining the 
desired effect and the Board had no option but to heed the edict 
from Masling. Wallsend and Armidale were not to fly again or the 
service would be withdrawn for all Clubs. Armidale had proved a 
consistent thorn to Masling, in reporting back late for return 
flights and, indeed, had been abandoned on one occasion that 
wasn't totally its fault, and had to travel home by coach. Curfew 
times at country airports was the stumbling block which had led 
the airline into consistent problems. 

Wallsend had only one match left to travel, the furthest 
journey, to Twin Towns while Armidale coincidentally only had 
its away match at Wallsend which involved aircraft travel. 

Both Clubs were informed that their teams would have to 
fulfil the fixtures by road. Armidale accepted without demur but 
Wallsend which, in the meanwhile, lost two matches to Stewarts 
& Lloyds, had two meetings with the Federation as to who would 
pay the $1,200 expenses for the journey to the Gold Coast. 
Wallsend’s insistence that the Federation should foot the bill was 
like asking for a bank overdraft, as the payments promised to the 
League in June had again fallen behind. The arguments as to 
whether Wallsend could have found eleven players to travel to 
Twin Towns by road, whether the Federation should have footed 
the bill or whether, in fact, $600 promised by a Federation 
desperate to avoid another crisis in its Premier League, were the 
stumbling blocks, were to rage for weeks. Nonetheless, after 
threats by the Federation and by Wallsend, the Red Devils finally 
forfeited just hours before they were to have set off on the 
journey. On that same day Sunday, 9th August, the upset of the 
season occurred at Weston Park, where visitors Coffs Harbour, 
with a Col Miner goal and a Phil McMullen penalty, escaped with 
a point in a 2-2 draw. Weston. now a game in hand, were two 
points behind Stewarts & “Lloyds and there wasn't an iota 
between them in goal difference. 

Armidale also achieved their sole victory of the season on 
the same day with a 4-1 victory over visitors, Belmont-Swansea, 
one of the rare hat-tricks of the season in State League being 
scored by the League’s only coloured player, Braimah- 
Mahamah, more commonly called “Mud” by all and sundry! 

A worried Board of Directors met the following Tuesday 
evening to discuss Wallsend’s forfeiture to Twin Towns and 
agreed to abandon the hearing until the following Tuesday 
evening to give Wallsend a chance to state its case and an irate 
Twin Towns the opportunity to present a legitimate bill for 
compensation. 

The publicity surrounding Wallsend’s forfeiture was not 
good for it. or soccer and deep in everyone's minds was the 
coming weekend's clash at Crystal Palace between Wallsend 
and Weston. With the League table poised the way It was, it was a 
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vital encounter and more than one mind was worried at 
Wallsend’s possible attitude to the fixture. 

Despite the publicity, Wallsend were determined to salvage 
some pride and gave Weston a tremendous battle and the title 
aspirants, despite throwing everything at Wallsend except the 
proverbial kitchen sink in the latter stage, could only take a point 
after twice being behind. 
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The title now belonged to Stewarts & Lloyds, if they could 
beat Twin Towns in the last home match of the season. The deed, 
and the title, were won handsomely, as the League’s leading 
scorer. Frank McKay, scored two and Micky Boot and John 
Parkes hammered home a final 4-0 victory. The title belonged to 
Stewarts & Lloyds and Weston’s 3-0 win at Tamworth the 
following week just did not matter. 

The Wallsend affair dragged on for a further week, before 
the Federation handed down its decision. Wallsend’s last home 
fixture with Armidale was to be abandoned and its Reserve and 
Under 19 teams, both in semi-final positions. were to be expelled 
from the Competition. In addition, Wallsend was to pay $600 
compensation to Twin Towns. 

Wallsend appealed to the Federation's Tribunal and, after 
arguing passionately for its lower grade teams, were successful 
in getting them back onto the park, albeit, thatthe compensation 
to Twin Towns was increased to $802. A bitterly disappointed 
Board of the Federation abided by the decision knowing full well 
that Wallsend’s capacity to pay that fine and pay the outstanding 
affiliation fees was virtually nil. The Board of the Federation had 
failed, in any way, to penalise its errant member and could only 
sympathise with Twin Towns at the losses incurred in having its 
last home match abandoned. 

On the same day that Stewarts & Lloyds secured the title, the 

Tamworth Under 19 side nailed the Premiership with a 2-1 home 
victory against Adamstown leaving in its wake a bitterly 
disappointed Lismore. 
The Minor Semi-Final was played at Coffs Harbour 
Showground Gn Sunday, 30th August, between Tamworth and 
Twin Towns. the whale match being televised by NRN 11. The 
viewers saw a memorable performance by Twin Towns Goal- 
keeper, John Marshall, who turned in a brave and courageous 
display but, despite his brilliance, could not preventa 2-1 defeat 
in extra time. 

The early match had seen the Under 19 Major Semi-Final 
between Tamworth and Lismore, with Tamworth winning a hard, 
and often spiteful, battle 2-1. 

Tamworth was now assured of both teams inthe Preliminary 
Final in Tamworth in a fortnight’s time and most people would 
have laid odds that, on form, Weston would be making the 
journey. 

After some controversy over the Saturday night timeslot at 
Edgeworth, Weston and Stewarts & Lloyds fought a tremendous 
battle before Weston, desperate to salvage something from the 
1981 season, ran out 3-2 winners with goals from Jack T. 
Turnbull (2) and Andrew Johns. Adamstown, 3-0 winners over 
Weston in the Reserve Grade Major, made it straight to the Grand 
Final, Lake Macquarie winning 3-1 in the Minor over Wallsend. 

The Under 19 Minor Semi-Final saw Wallsend earn the 
journey to Oakes Oval, Lismore, for the Preliminary Final with a 
2-O-victory over Weston. 

Preliminary Final weekend on the 12th September, saw the 
Federation’s plans almost come unstuck when the beautiful 
Oakes Oval was drowned in torrential rain with Referee John 
Tattersall more than alittle worried that he might have to call off 
the Under 19 Final. lInamudbath, Lismore swamped Wallsend 5- 
1 to proceed to the Grand Final in Tamworth against the old 
enemy. 

Referee Tattersall proceeded to the unusual venue of West 
Tamworth Rugby League ground to referee the Senior Prelimi- 
nary Final between Tamworth and Stewarts & Lloyds the 
following day. The rugby posts actually protruded into the back 
of the goal nets and provided an unusual sight! twas Stewarts & 
Lloyds who gave the nets a workout and for all Tamworth had 
their chances, it was the steadier finishing of first, Bill Amey, and 
then Paul Queenan, which provided a 2-0 victory despite the 
partisan support for the home side. 

The Grand Final on Saturday, 19th September at Macquarie 
Field was an anti-climax as Weston and Stewarts & Lloyds did 
battle. Battle became very much the operative word in a bone- 
crunching display from both sides which allowed very little skill. 
Referee Alf Rodway had 7 names in his book before half-time and 
the match was ruined as any kind of entertainment spectacle. As 
it was, it was Weston who gained some solace for a season of 
disappointment with a scrambled lone goal winner only minutes 
from the end. 

Adamstown had added the Grand Final trophy to the 
Premiership trophy in the Reserve Grade preliminary match to 
underline its season’s supremacy in that grade, the match being 
made memorable by Adamstown’s Trevor Smith’s 30 yard goal. 
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The West Tamworth League ground the following day saw 
another dour battle between Tamworth and Lismore Under 19’s 
and, once again, it was the Premiership runner-up which 
grabbed the trophy as Lismore won 2-0 in a match in which 
tempers flared, one Tamworth player being given.his marching 
orders late in the match by Referee Peter Burgess. 

So the curtain came down on what had proved to be avery 
troubled season for State League. Long before the final curtain, 
many Clubs were becoming worried as to their future in view of 
the demise of Edgeworth and Wallsend. A despairing attitude 
prevailed of “who next?” Already representations were being 
made by the State League Clubs with demands as to what the 
Federation should be doing to enhance their membership of 
State League. The poor support for the Newcastle teams led 
many of them to believe that, unless the Federation could do 
something to help them, it was a terrible waste of money to 
continue. 

Wallsend, obviously, were in no position to continue with 
State League. Adamstown and Weston had tabled letters to the 
Federation which imposed conditions as to their continuing in 
the Competition. Stewarts & Lloyds categorically said it would 
not be involved unless sponsorship was found and Belmont- 
Swansea. without reservation, finally requested a berth in First 
Division. 

The circumstances were to provide for a hectic close season 
for the Federation Directors and its member Clubs. !f State 
League collapsed, the crash would be felt by every club in the 
Federation. 

And what of the country clubs specifically formed to 
compete in State League? Tamworth, Coffs Harbour and Twin 
Towns all appeared financially viable and were well pleased with 
their participation. Armidale had struggled. both in standard and 
finances for two seasons and one had to admire the fortitude of 
both players and officials in a courageous struggle to survive 
and compete. Had it all been in vain for Lismore? Was the country 
area to be abandoned? Were we to return to a solely Newcastle 
competition? 

As an exultant Weston side held aloft their hard won trophy 
at Macquarie Field on Saturday, 19th September, no-one could 
foresee the crystal ball with any certainty whatsoever. 

The argument as to the future would involve every Club and 
it would be a brave man who would predict that any team would 
hold aloft the State League Grand Final trophy at the end of 
1982.

Over the years the North has acquitted itself well at National 
Championship level. as a general rule anyway. There have been 
some years that were better than others. It would be true to say 
that the best prepared squads have achieved most. The Under 
16's in 1973 was a case in point. They won the final against 
Queensland 5-0. That was Joe Senkalski’s year. 

At the same age level 1970 had been a disastrous year. 
There was virtually no preparation because there was no time for 
it. Last year was in the same vein. Mike Trebilcock was given 
something like three weeks in which to prepare his squad and 
things came unstuck. That was a direct consequence of the 
players not being together long enough to get to know one 
another or their coach. When Mike asked them to play the offside 
trap the results were disastrous. Few of the boys had had any 
experience of that system and it requires excellent 
understanding and timing. With only two matches gone, the lads 
had conceded more than ten goals and their confidence was 
shattered. There were recriminations. 

The results from the tournament and the anguish the lads 
suffered as a consequence could have been avoided with better 
planning. It was only towards the end of the tournament that the 
lads showed their character. They pulled themselves. together 
and recorded two creditable performances to just escape last 


_ place in the field of eight. 


“.  Northern-N.S.W. hasn'twon an U/19 (U/18) Championship 
since they were-re-introduced in 1977 and it is interesting to 
conjecture why. Ourrecord at U/16 level is far better. Could 
there be some reason why our standard at U/19’s drops off? To 
start with, there is an indication that our soccer youngsters 
suffer badly by comparison with those in Europe and South 
America between the ages of 16 and 19. At sixteen our young 
players have done well in Europe. What happens to them over 
the next couple of years? The answer seems to be that they do not 
get either the coaching or the competition necessary to develop 
into world class players. It seems that. in Northern N.S.W., they 
suffer worse in this respect than youngsters in other states of 
Australia. How else would you account for the fact that A.C.T. 
and Tasmania, easy-beats at Under 16 level, give our boys a real 
tussle at Under 19's? 

We haven't been doing the right thing until now. Maybe the 
Youth Development programme recently adopted by Newcastle 
K.B. United will make the difference. Let’s hope so.

As with State League. First Division was to prove very 
controversial before the end of its 1981 Season. The argument 
as to whether State League or Division One was to’represent the 
true standard of soccer in the North was to continue unabated 
throughout 1981 with disastrous results for many First Division 
clubs before the commencement of the 1982 Season. 

Perhaps the argument which best represented the unbiased 
viewpoint was the one which stated that both State League and 
First Division had its share of excellent clubs and teams. 
However (went the opinion), there were some poor sides in both, 
which helped to make mockery of the standards of both Leagues. 

Certainly First Division could expect that Highfields Azzurri, 
Lake Macquarie, West Wallsend and Maitland would proveto be 
the Clubs to beat in 1981 with Hamilton Red Star, Cessnock and 
Mayfield in contention. On paper alone, Kurri Kurri, Belmont, 
Cardiff, Dudley and Westlakes could not hope to consistently 
trouble their more redoubtable opponents. 

So it proved from the kick-off on the opening day of the 
Premiership on Sunday, 22nd March. The odd shock was to be 


forthcoming from the lesser lights, as one of the leading lights 
struggled through a bad patch but never a tangible effort where 
the unsuspected was achieved unexpectedly by the “‘light- 
weights.” 

In retrospect one shock result was achieved at Maitland on 
the second round on 29th March when Mayfield’s Kevin 
Lagerstrom, Brad Stewart and Ken Boardman’s goals sunk 
Maitland 3-1. At that stage the result was not unexpected from 
what was a strong Mayfield squad. In just five short months the 
winner was to slip away quietly into the depths of Second 
Division and the loser was to appear in its second successive 
Grand Final. ; 

Maitland were to struggle in the early rounds of the 
Premiership with a poor string of results which robbed them of 
any right to challenge for the Premiership. So too were West 
Wallsend who were to receive the second heavyweight v 
lightweight shock on Saturday, 4th April, at Rathmines where 
Kevin Riley, the Westlakes captain-coach, capped off a happy 
day by scoring the lone goal of the match to sink the Bluebells.

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So a pattern was established where one could just about 
predict a “shock-a-week” in Division One. To predict where it 
was going to happen was the hard part. Highfields Azzurri and 
Lake Macquarie seemed immune from the failures of their fellow 
heavyweights and were to play consistently week after week and 
establish a sizeable gap between themselves and the rest of the 
Division by the end of the first half of the Premiership. In 
retrospect, it had been a sad quirk of fate which drew them 
together at Whitebridge Oval on the opening day of the season. 
Azzurri had proved triumphant 2-0 with goals from Mick Webber 
and Matt Godsell but such an important clash, had it been 
foreseen, would have perhaps been a better fina! act than a 
curtain raiser. 

On Saturday, 117th April, it was Maitland, still struggling for 
form, which dropped another point at Dudley in a bad tempered 
match off the field where Maitland’s Coach, Neil Townsend, was 
cited to appear before the Federation and a dressing shed 
aftermath brought players to the same notice. 

The following day, April 12th, saw the other side of the coin 
in an excellent game of football at Crystal Palace between 
Hamilton Red Star and leaders Highfields Azzurri where, in a 
ding-dong battle, it became hard to keep track of the scoreline as 
the nets were given a work-out by both sides ina 5-4 thriller with 
Azzurri having its nose in front at the right time with Ashley Stair 
and Slav Catalovski getting two each for Red star and Ross 
Lawrence getting two for Azzurri along with single efforts from 
Matt Godsell, Mario Bazaari and an own goal from Larry Urdarov. 

On Good Friday. April 17th, it was West Waillsend’s turn to 
‘suffer at Dudley where Gary Kent's lone goal sent Ray Lloyd's 
boys home pointless and raised more than a little speculation as 
to whether Dudley had made the leap from lightweight to middle 
weight class. 

Easter Saturday was to see Maitland fail yet again ina match 
they could ill afford to lose, if they were to continue with any 
dreams of Premiership success, when Highfields Azzurri visited 
Cooks Hill Park, East Maitland and took two points in a 2-1 
victory with Victor Hogan and Mark Vallone getting the 
important goals. 

On Easter Monday, Hamilton Red Star gave evidence. once 
again, that if itwas goals you wanted to see, you could do worse 
than follow them around when a large crowd watched a 3-3 
thriller at Lymington Park, Cardiff, where the home side believed 
that Ray Magill’s two goals and one from Englishman Andy Tate 
were enough to take the points. Red Star, however, fought right 
to the very end and deserved a point just for the entertainment 
value, if nothing else. 

The following week saw the end of Dudley's challenge after 
such fine results in its two previous matches and it was sheer fate 
which pitted them at this moment in its third tough match ina 
row when it visited Speers Point and. despite a hard battle. 
dropped the points in a 3-2 defeat with Brett Gilbert, Neville 
Hamilton and Danny Harper scoring for the home side. 

West Wallsend continued to stagger and John Bullock's 
goal was nowhere near enough when a determined Maitland 
visited Johnson Park to win 3-1 with two goals from Doug 
Elphick and one from Graham Bull doing the damage for the 
visitors. 

The gap between the top two and the rest was to become 
very pronounced after Sunday, 3rd May, when Lake Macquarie 
made it two home defeats in two weeks for West Wallsend with a 
3-2 win; Highfields Azzurri romped in 6-3 at Cahill Oval over the 
luckless Belmont and Maitland, after the improvement at West 
Wallsend, let another point slip through its grasp when Andy 
Tate’s goal saw Cardiff leave with a 1-1 draw. 

Maitland’s woes were not yet over. Brett Gilbert’s lone goal 
for Lake Macquarie at Speess Point the following week and a 
shock 2-2 home draw with lowly Belmont the week after that 
were to see Maitland have only the consolation of a semi-final 
berth to aim at. Happily for the Maitland club, the rest of the 
season was to be a far different story from that moment on. 

West Wallsend were to recover at much the same time. On 
Sunday. 10th May. Kurri Kurri were the first to fee! the sting ofa 
side that had gained new determination with Baldwin, Adam 
Durkot and a Sepp Disch hat-trick swamping a lone effort from 
Charlie Harper to the tune of 5-1. The following week, Cessnock 
were rarely in the match at Johnson Park and the Bluebells, with 
a 2-0 victory, looked to have turned the corner. 

There was to be just one more curve on that corner as Westy 


‘visited Crystal Palace on Sunday, 24th May, and received a 3-1 


jolt from Hamilton Red Star. The Bluebells, after such amuddled 
first round, faced unbeaten league leaders Highfield Azzurri

which had progressed 9 matches without defeat. indeed without 
dropping a point, on Saturday, 30th May, and really put it 
together. Azzurri had no answer to a 4-0 hiding with Bogden 
Duma (2), Sepp Disch and Steve Coutts getting the goals that 
counted. 

In a high scoring last round of the first half of the 
Premiership, Cessnock blasted Kurri Kurri 5-2, Maitland visited 
Westlakes and won 7-2 and Hamilton Red Star found that 
involvement in high scoring matches was O.K. - as long as you 
were doing the scoring. Not so good if you weren't at Lake 
Macquarie where Kerry Caban netted a hat-trick in a 4-1 victory 
over the “Stars.” 

At the half-way mark; the lower half of the division had 
settled into a hard battle for survival with Cessnock, Westlakes, 
and Hamilton Red Star always looking as if they had done 
enough to chase the semi-final positions and keep their 
collective heads above water. Not so at Dudley. Belmont, Kurri 
Kurri, Cardiff and Mayfield. Unless one could find a run of 
consistency. they would all have to fight against relegation. At 
this stage the only points that they were picking up were from 
battles between each other. 

The first round of the second half of the Premiership on 
.Monday, June 8th, saw the two at the top, Highfields Azzurri and 
Lake Macquarie, clash at Speers Point. It was a victorious Azzurri 
which departed with the points in an emphatic 3-0 victory with 
goals from Captain-coach Nev Power (2) and Ross Lawrence. It 
certainly looked that Azzurri, with that victory, had claimed a 
tremendous break on Lake Macquarie in the quest for the 
Premiership and that Macquarie now had the job ahead of them 
to catch up.

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Whether Macquarie could have done, or would have done, 
was immediately to become a hypothetical question. The 
following evening, Tuesday, 9th June, Edgeworth were put out of 
State League and. by Thursday, Lake Macquarie had accepted 
Edgeworth’s. second top position and had _ transferred 
competitions. , 

The Board of the Federation was now faced with a dilemna. 
What to do with Edgeworth? The final decision when handed 
down was greeted with dismay by the First Division clubs. Those 
at or near the top wanted not a bar of Edgeworth vying for the 
Premiership or semi-final positions and those which were 
relegation viewed Edgeworth as an “escape clause” in their 
particular chances of First Division football in 1982. 

After long discussion, the Board of Directors decided to 
swap both Clubs in entirety and Edgeworth took over second top 
position in First Division and Lake Macquarie’s positions in the 
other grades as did Lake Macquarie in the Edgeworth positions 
in State League and Alliance League. 

The Federation viewed the fact that Edgeworth had all Clubs 
to play except one, Highfields Azzurri, and therefore Azzurri’s 
chance of Premiership prizemoney could not be affected by 
Edgeworth. Similarly, if Edgeworth had started with nil points 
and the points from Lake Macquarie’s campaign been allotted to 
the clubs that they had beaten, then every club in First Division 
except two would have received two points. Azzurri’s closest 
rivals would have therefore been elevated two points nearer. 

There was mention of giving Edgeworth “average points”, 
making the Club play out its fixture list as friendly matches and 
accepting certain relegation to second Division at the end of the

season. 

In retrospect, and with the benefit of hindsight. it is more 
than probable that a Federation Board was desperately giving 
one of its more notable clubs of previous years, a chance to 
overcome the trauma within the Club that was bound to be 
created by loss of status in such a fashion. 

Despite the protests from other First Division Clubs, the 
Federation’s decision was final and the assurance was given 
that, should Edgeworth appear in the top four in any grade atthe 
completion of the Premiership, then a play-off would be staged 
between the fourth and fifth placed teams for the right to appear 
in the Minor Semi-final. 

Conjecture and speculation with regard to Edgeworth’s 
chances did not last very fong at all. On Saturday, 1Ath June, 
Edgeworth took the field at Lymington Park, Cardiff, against 
Willie Gallagher's Cardiff side and were vanquished 2-1 inahard 
and torrid encounter which saw the Tigers pull out all the stops 
against the more illustrious Edgeworth outfit. Carl Lochrin and 
Dale Rowney’s goals bringing much joy to Cardiff and adding 
profuse quantities of fuel to the fire as to the relative qualities of 
State League v First Division - especially as Lake Macquarie 
made a smooth transition to State League on the same day by 
beating Wallsend 2-1 at Speers Point. 

On that same traumatic weekend for Edgeworth, any 
bookmaker would have made a fortune on the First Division 
results-as.they trickled in to the Federation Office. League leader, 
Highfields Azzurri had failed to capitalise on Edgeworth's failure 
and had lost at home to lowly Kurri Kurri with Ross Lawrence’s 

“two goals proving insufficient to counter those from Tommy 
Sneddon, Gary Palmer and Bruce Quinn in a shock 2-3 defeat. 
Maitland could only struggle to a 1-1 draw at Mayfield Park with 
the home team which had just seen Captain-coach John Clinton 
transferred to Adamstown Rosebuds. 

West Wallsend were in the screaming horrors, yet again this 
time at Cahill Oval where bottom placed Belmont saw them off 
quite comfortably with coach, Warren Bergquist and Tony 
Avellis netting in a 2-1 victory. Just to round off an eventful 
series, Crystal Palace was the scene of another goal avalanche, 
this time with Cessnock the visitors in a 4-4 draw with Ashley 
Stair (2), Tony Colic and Peter Catalovski scoring for Hamilton 
Red Star while Steve Allen and Tommy Butler, with a hat-trick, 
were the entertainment providers for a sizeable crowd. 

Maitland and West Wallsend were to gain immediate 
retribution the following weekend with 4-0 and 3-0 victories 
over Westlakes and Hamilton Red Star respectively. Azzurri too 
were to regain the winning trail at Bellbird with a 3-1 victory over 
Cessnock while Edgeworth, more than a little thankfully, was 
allowed time to lick a few wounds when its match with Belmont 
was postponed due to the state of the ground. The trauma had, 
indeed, afflicted Edgeworth with experienced mid-fielder, Trevor 
Smythe, transferring to Belmont-Swansea and the Georgeff 
brothers, Stace and John, departing for Hamilton Red Star. 

It was a crash of spirit within a club which was to cost them 
further as they visited Rathmines on Saturday, 27th June, to face 
Westlakes which, with goals from Duncan, Moore and Gambrill 
gave it a 3-1 football lesson. Once again Azzurri failed to 
capitalise fully and dropped a home point to Hamilton Red Star in 
a 1-1 draw the following day - West Wallsend and Maitland were, 
after such muddled seasons, beginning to question whether 
their proverbial bolts had been shot or whether, indeed, they 
were still in with a chance of Premiership honours as they both 
had victories on the same weekend. 

Saturday, 4th July, gave Maitland the chance to resurrect an 
outside chance when it visited Whitebridge Ova! to face the 
league leader. Alas, for Maitland the chance went begging. or 
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more correctly half of it. in ahard 2-2 drawwith Graham Bull and 
Doug Elphick scoring for the visitors and Victor Hogan and 
Mario Bazzarri for Azzurri. 

Edgeworth finally nailed its first victory in First Division with 
a 2-0 win over the troubled Mayfield club at McLaughlin Park 
with “Polly” Griffiths two goals, at long last after a dreadful 
month, giving Eagles something to smile about. 

Saturday, 11th July, saw Azzurri stagger yet again when 
Ross Lawrence’s hat-trick could only ensure a point in a 3-3 
draw at Cardiff, the: only relief for Azzurri being that neither 
Maitland or West Wallsend capitalised as the two played outa 1- 
if draw up at Maitland. Lowly Belmont, appearing certainties for 
relegation, were determined not to go without a fight and 
completely “snowed” Hamilton Red Star 4-0 at Cahill Oval onthe 
same day. Only 3 points now separated the bottom five teams in 
Fi rst Division and, with two to be relegated, you could take your 
choice of Kurri Kurri, Belmont, Mayfield, Dudley and Cardiff. 

The gap between the five was to be cut to 2 points after next 
week’s round of matches with Dudley and Kurri Kurri going 
through agonies in a 3-3 draw that just wasn't enough for either 
of them. Belmont found it very difficult to make the “bomb land in 
the same place twice” and were torn to shreds, 4-0, by Azzurri 
and Cardiff, despite a great effort found Graham Bull's solitary 
goal too much up at Maitland. 

Edgeworth, again, were to bite the dust with a 2-0 home 
defeat against derby rival West Wallsend. 
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_ There was, too, very little breathing space for Edgeworth 
which was rapidly finding itself involved in a battle for a minor 
semi-final position, as it visited Maitland and was sunk yet again 
with a Wayne Leary goal on Saturday, 25th July. West Wallsend, 
now in second position but still four points behind Azzurri 
crushed a woeful Kurri side 8-0 with Bogden Duma getting 5 of 
the goals and Sepp Disch a hat-trick. Belmont, battled its way out 
of the bottom two, for the first time in a long time. with a 2-1 win 
over fellow struggler Cardiff leaving Kurri Kurri and Mayfield 
holding the trapdoor positions. Cessnock and Hamilton Red 
eo ee demise laid claims for that 
vital fourth position with resounding 5- -Ovi i 
Adie ere Meee g 5-0 and 4-0 victories over 

With only three weeks left to go, the battles at the top and the 
bottom were making a mockery of form and Azzurri dropped 
another vital point when Paul Smiljenic’s two goals along with 
one from Ken Boardman breathed new hope into Mayfield when 
it attained a shock 3-3 draw. Kurri Kurri fought out a grim 0-0 
draw with Edgeworth. Cardiff scratched a 3-3 draw with 
Westlakes and only Belmont, whipped 6-0 by a determined 
Maitland, seemed unabie to make impact on the proceedings. 
There were still only 2 points separating the bottom five teams 
and now three of them, Belmont, Dudley and Mayfield were all 
together in second last position separated only by the narrowest 
of goal differences. 

On the last full Premiership Round on Sunday, 10th August,

the results of all the effort were clearly known. Highfields Azzurri 
claimed the Minor Premiership, and the Club Championship, 
with a O0-O draw with close rivals West Wallsend. Maitland 
SINGLETON CO-OP DAIRY CO. steered its way safely into third spot with a 3-1 win atWestlakes. 
Hamilton Red Star, with a last ditch 3-2 win over Edgeworth 
TRY OUR carried the right to face Edgeworth in a fourth placed play-off. 
Cessnock, which had looked certainties all along to force its way 
tg SINGLETON CHEESE into contention, had received a shock defeat at the hands of 
. relegation battler Kurri Kurri with a 1-0 scoreline. Belmont 
& HOMOGENISED & PASTEURISED MILK forced Mayfield to say goodbye to First Division with a 4-0

West Wallsend goalkeeper Craig Grills, made two superb 
saves from Chris Beatty and John Blazejevski to end any hopes 
that Edgeworth could gain some consolation from a season of 
trouble and drama and West Wallsend went on to win the sudden 
death penalty deciders 4-3.

Stuart Kamasz, were walking an inconsistent road of 
win, lose, draw no matter what the opposition, yet were to prove 
quite a surprise packet before the end of the season. Toronto- 
Awaba, newly relegated from First Division, was following the 
same path as.the Terrace, under the tutelage of “Butch” Stewart 
who had to wean several of the Club's younger players into the 
first team and expect inconsistency while he did so. 


He Kotara South and Cooks Hill settled down to fight the hard 


battle againstelegation with any hopes of avoiding the trapdoor 
to Third Division being the form of Newcastle Olympic, which 
slipped rapidly down the table after a good start, and the 
waywardness of the experienced New Lambton squad which was 
following the pattern of former years by never achieving the 
results on the field that one conceded them by looking at it’s 
team on paper.

close and more often than not, unfair attention. Tempers flared 
too quickly when the man in black was slow to comprehend what 
was happening and Lowe, True, Bryden, Williams and Harrison, 
five talented imports, were all quickly sidelined with suspensions 
very early in the season. Some of those suspensions were 
definitely deserved, but some were very much the fault of the 
man in the middle, who had no understanding of what was 
happening off the ball and needed to see violence before his very 
eyes to take action, without having the understanding of how or 
why it had got that far. The Referees Association were doing their 
level best to put experience into Second Division, but the 
pressures elsewhere were. of necessity. ensuring inexperience 
was present far too often. 

Opposing Coaches, when faced with such an array of talent 
against them, did not do their part for the game either, in 
instructions to their players. It can best be summed up by the 
attitude of one coach, one afternoon when, after watching one of 
the “Pommies” removed along with his player, in the second half, 
patted his smiling player and gloated to his companion, “they 
didn’t want to lose him, that'll hurt”. 

So the Division was a strange mixture - and to point out the 
anomalies of the preceeding paragraphs, a Club that had the 
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most to struggle and fight for, Cooks Hill, until the last few 
matches when the pressure to avoid relegation came to the boil, 
was easily the best behaved team in the League. 

Saturday, 30th May. provided happiness for Austral and 
despair for Doyalson RSL. when the two leaders clashed at 
Austral Park in a vital battle. The final score-line read 2-1 in 
favour of Austral, but reality on the park did not indicate that 
closeness of scoreline. Australs did it in handsome fashion and 
were clearly supreme !fong before Doyalson’s last minute 
consolation goal. 

The following Sunday, 7th June, was to provide another 
body-blow to Doyalson when Lambton Jaffas were the visitors. 
Lambton, after losing it's first two matches to what were to be 
relegation candidate Olympic and New Lambton, had proceeded 
through the rest of the round unbeaten. 

The Jaffas’ teenage midfield of David Pezely, Scott Haynes 
and ex-KB Youth Player Steve Parsons, played to instructions 
and gave away the centre of the park to Doyalson’s vastly 
experienced trio and made sure that they were always goalside 
of their opponents. A despairing Doyalson trudged off at the end, 
defeated 1-0, after having 90% of the game and every inch of the 
field except the 20 yards in front of Lambton’s goal. 
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It looked as if the Premiership was tightly sewn up by Austral 
United as they streaked away at the top of the table, leaving a 
healthy gap between themselves and Doyalson. 

However, strange and unpredictable things were happening 
at Austral Park. which were to unsettle its team and more 
importantly, it’s spirit.

The story of Division Three in 1981 was the success of 
Jesmond. After teetering on the brink of relegation from Division 
Two for several years and gaining reprieve for one reason or 
another until 1980, the Rams finally had a measure of success 
within the Club which had eluded them since the early seventies, 
when they were known as Jesmond-Wallsend R.S.L. 

Despite the Club’s relegation at the end of the 1980 season, 
a nucleus of Division Two players was retained and the 
experience of Greg Skelly and lan Jeans among others, was to 
serve them well in a hard Third Division campaign.

At certain stages of the season it appeared that one club 
was certain to win it. Next weekend, after a bad result, that same 
Club could become outsiders! A topsy-turvy League which 
eventually provided Rutherford as the eventual Minor Premiers 
with a total of 24 points - the smallest number for a Premier ina 
10 team competition in living memory! 

Rutherford lost points in eight of its eighteen matches. 
Merewether, which finished sixth in the lower half of the table, 
lost points in only 10! 

Another unusual point in the Division was provided by the 
Kearsley Club which ended in one of the relegation positions 
without conceding more goals than it scored for a goal 
difference of nil. Wallsend United and Technical College which 
finished just one point ahead of Kearsley had goal differences of 
minus 16 and minus 18 respectively. 

Kearsley, in fact, were very much the “leveller” amongst the 
top sides in the latter part of the season in a valiant attempt to 
avoid relegation and provided several shock results in matches 
with Premiership aspirants. 

Kahibah, Greta-Branxton, Muswellbrook and Charlestown 
Hotspurs all vied for promotion with Rutherford at one stage of 
the season with Muswellbrook looking near certainties at one 


_ stage only to be hauled back into the pack. 


“. “Controversy surrounded the final Premiership round with 
the situation as tight as a drum when Warners Bay forfeited to 
Muswellbrook. The resultant 3-0 victory to Muswellbrook sawit 
finish level in points with Charlestown Hotspurs and Merewether 
but gain the coveted fourth semi-final position with goal 
difference exactly the same as Charlestown Hotspurs of plus 10. 
However, Muswellbrook qualified by virtue of having scored 
more goals - 40 to Hotspurs’ 30. 

The placement led to angry protest from Hotspurs - to be 
beaten by a forfeit was a tragic thing and Hotspurs’ reaction was 
understandable. Unfortunately, as the rules stood, nothing 
could be done. Greta-Branxton and Kahibah, both of whom 
watched their Premiership chances slip badly in a lack-lustre 
draw with each other in a vital end of Season match, won their 
respective semi-finals, Kahibah against Rutherford and Greta 
over Muswelibrook. 

Rutherford found the elusive double, truly elusive, and 
bowed out after a hard fought Preliminary Final while victors 
Greta-Branxton proved that Grand Finals can be won the hard 
way by defeating Kahibah in the Grand Final at Lymington Park. 

Charlestown Hotspurs gained some consolation from their 
first grade’s trials and tribulations by winning the Minor 
Premiership in both the lower grade competitions.

STAMPING OUT THE STOMPERS 


Next time you watch “Big Match” or “Star Soccer”, take note 
of the barricades that keep spectators from the playing field. As 
the match nears full time note the army of policemen taking up 
positions at the edge of the pitch. English football has come to 
terms with violence. 

In Australia we have a long way to go. The signs of things to 
come were clear on the first day of the World Youth Cup at the 
Sydney Sports Ground. England had beaten Cameroons in the 
opening match. It was far from a convincing win but it was cause 
for a celebration by the’ strong contingent of flag-waving 
supporters on the northern hill. They jumped the fence and dida 
victory lap. Their action wasn't welcome and the crowd booed, 
maybe because they resented the invasion of the pitch or just 
maybe because they disliked Poms. Whatever the motivation, 
there was some missile throwing which might have caused 
serious injury. Full beer cans were thrown from on and off the 
pitch. The level of activity was highest when the phalanx reached 
the spot on the western hill where Argentinian supporters were 
massed. But nothing developed. No riots, no bloodshed. 

When Australia scored its historic victory over Argentina a 
couple of hours later, the pitch was invaded once again. this time 
by individuals rather than groups. There were hundreds of them, 
maybe even thousands, but no violence. Sheer ecstasy seemed 
to be the keynote. No feuding between Australian and 
Argentinian supporters at ail. ; 

Where were the police? They weren't really needed that day 


“sput they should have been there as a matter of course. Pitch 


invasions aren't good for any sport, even if they are non-violent. 

The spectacle of drunken supporters running round a 
ground to celebrate a win by their side isn't so disgraceful, but it 
is hardly the type of entertainment that spectators pay for and, as 
we Saw only a few days later, such activities can get out of hand. 
The fearful melee between the English and Argentinian 
supporters after their sides had drawn 1-1 may have had its 
seeds in the events of day one. It may have been inevitable given 
the drinking.habits of the pitch invaders. It could have been 
avoided by police action. 

Even when the police were in sufficient numbers they could 
still not curb the violence at the cricket ground during the 
quarter finals. They were either not trained well enough or were 
badly led. Perhaps they had overestimated the effect their 
presence would have on the crowds. Whatever the explanation, 
they were ineffective. 

It shouldn't be necessary to have armies of police to control 
soccer crowds anywhere. The fact is, though, that authorities in 
many countries have had to face the hard fact that large numbers 
of police and high barricades are the only way to deter 
hooligans and then only where police can be concentrated. 

Violence of the sort we saw from a Brazilian official in 
Newcastle is another story. Officials can be barred by their 
Federation. They can be (and should be) completely removed 
from the game.

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YOUNG MEN WITH A MISSION 


It would be hard to imagine a sport at a lower ebb than our 
beloved soccer was after the Rudi Gutendorf debacle. Beaten by 
New Zealand on our own S.C.G., knocked out of the World Cup 
when we confidently expected to make our second appearance 
in the finals, we had reached rock bottom. 

Les Scheinflug had the unenviable task of restoring 


Australia’s image in world soccer. He was faced with an- 


immediate hurdle. Once it was demonstrated that ourWorld Cup 
squad had no chance of making the finals, he had to play as many 
of our youth as possible with a view to preparing them for the 
Coca-Cola World Youth Cup here in Australia. The hazards were 
obvious. If the youngsters did badly against Singapore and 
Taiwan their confidence could be so shattered as to make it 
virtually impossible for them to acquit themselves well back here 
in Australia. 

Les had some immediate problems. He had to eliminate from 
both his senior squad and the youth squad some of the 
selections which could only be said to have been aberrations of 
an unpredictable Rudi. Out of the senior squad went some 
imposters. Out of the youth squad went a few of the same. The 
youth squad did take over from the seniors for the matches 
against Singapore and Taiwan and they had a narrow loss anda 
draw. One up for Les! 

We heard a lot about the youngsters in training. There was a 
lot we didn’t hear, too. In the early stages at Marconi Field where 
they did their hard physical training it was normal to start the 
evening with two hundred sit-ups. Most footballers would find 
that a tall order but our young heroes faced the task and came 
through with flying colours. 

Then there was the move to Canberra where the team 
trained on the fields beside Bruce Stadium and played some of 
the matches on the actual World Cup pitch where they were to 
meet their only defeat at the hands of eventual winners, West 
Germany. Ironically, it was their inability to handle the heavily 
grassed surface of Bruce Stadium that cost them a well- 
deserved win against the eventual champions. More of that later. 

By the time the lads went into camp at Maroubra a few days 
before their debut in world cup finals, they were a well-drilled lot 
and feeling pretty confident of doing well. They had every reason 
to feel that way. They were the best ever prepared Australian 
soccer team at international level. They had spentweeks training 
together. The working men among them had a total of seven 
weeks’ leave before they returned home and of that period only 
about a week was spent in actual W.Y.C. matches. 

The first match was against Argentina, the reigning 
champions! A not inconsiderable hurdle actually and psycholo- 
gically. The crowd in the Sports Ground to which their match had 
been hastily re-scheduled when faults were found in S.C.G. light 
towers was a long way down on what had been expected. Instead 
of thirty thousand spectators there were about fifteen thousand. 

The opening ceremony which involved England and the 
Cameroons was proceeding quietly when the Australian lads 
entered the stadium. What uproar! It was incredible! The stands 
and outer grounds rose as one to welcome the younsters who 
carried the hopes of their country. If you had been present when 
the World Cup squad had been booed off the S.C.G. after their 0- 
2 defeat by New Zealand a few weeks earlier you could hardly 
have been prepared for that reception given Les Scheiflug’s 
contingent. The tumultuous reception totally disrupted the 
opening ceremony which, in a way, was a great shame. But to the 
soccer lover it was heaven!

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If one had to choose a high point in Australia’s history in 
soccer, that would have been it. But perhaps only for an hour or 
two, because the lads. capped it all by beating the mighty 
Argentinian team 2-1 in their opening match, the winning goal 
coming in the dying moments of the match. It was magic to see 
the joy of the Australian spectators. Had you been there you 
would have found yourself being hugged by Greeks, Italians, 
Yugostlavs, whatever, all anxious to share the joy of the victory 
with anyone and everyone. It was another incredible moment, 
the second within the space of four hours. 

After such an afternoon, almost anything would be an anti- 
climax, one would think. Strangely, it didn’t turn out that way! 
The 3-3 draw against Cameroons who had some of the finest 
strikers of the tournament was marked by a splendid recovery by 
the Australians who fought back from a 1-3 deficit. The draw 
against England left nobody in any doubt that our boys were the 
equal of any youngsters in the tournament. There may have been 
reservations in the minds of some spectators. Had they then 
travelled to Bruce Stadium for the semi-final against West 
Germany their doubts would have been dispelled. 

The grass at Bruce Stadium is what is known as “the 
Canberra Mix”. It is green all the year round and contains alot of 
continental grasses such as Italian rye and fescue. It is decidedly 
greasy and puts players in a quandary. Because it is so thick and 
long, it is hard to know what sprigs to wear. If your sprigs are long 
enough to prevent you from slipping you tend to trip because 
they catch in the long grass. You have to compromise. Australia 
lost its only goal to West Germany just because of that 
compromise. Oscar Crine, a magnificent young player, slipped 
when he was under no pressure, lost the ball and gave away a 
goal. The final score was 0-1 and we missed a penalty! 

Had a stranger walked into Bruce Stadium that day he would 
have been convinced that he was watching a West German side 
dressed in green and gold. Our fellows really did dominate for 
more than half of the game. They created better chances than 
their opponents yet lost the match. Bad luck, maybe. On the 
other hand they showed their quality and demonstrated that they 
were worthy of being in the semi-finals and certainly would not 
have been disgraced as finalists. 

Regardless of what happens to those boys or to Australian 
soccer as a whole, the World Youth Cup proved that we are 
capable of matching it with the best, at least up to the age of 
nineteen. We had already proved by our efforts in Holland, 
Germany and England that our sixteen year olds are equal to the 
best in the world. In the coming years perhaps we can prove that 
we are that good right to the ranks of senior players.

FEDERATION REGULATIONS 


The newly revised Regulations of the N.N.S.W. Soccer 
Federation Limited contains the following pertaining to send-off 
and Judiciary Procedures. 


PLAYERS SEND-OFF & CAUTIONS 


The following procedure shall operate in respect of all matches played 
under the jurisdiction of the Federation:— 


1. RED CARD 

(a) Violent conduct, serious foul play, fout or abusive language or persisting in 
misconduct after receiving a caution shall be penalised by an automatic 1 
(one) match suspension (MINIMUM) plus a $50 (fifty) fine. In addition the 
player shall have one caution added to his tally of bookings. (See Regulation 
No. 

The piayer shall be sent from the field of play by the showing of ared card 
by official referees (or verbally in the case of matches refereed by unofficial 
referees). 

(b) The referee must inform, on request, a Club Official at the termination of 
the match under what charge the player has been dismissed as in (a) above. 
{c}) The referee shall note in his send off report whether the Club was informed 
what the send off offence was for. 

(d) The $50 (fifty) send-off fee shall be apportioned $25 (twenty-five) for the 
player and $25 (twenty-five) for the Club. 

(e) Both parts of the fine (ie. both $25) MUST be paid before the player can 
take the field again after suspension. Any other monetary penalty which may 
further be added by the Judiciary or Board of Appeal of the Federation MUST 


~ also be paid before the player can take the field again after suspension. 


Failure to observe this regulation may resultin loss of any points gained by 
the Club concerned, further monetary penalty and further suspension for the 
player. 

(f) The player and his club have the right of appeal against the automatic one 
match suspension (See Regulation No. } 


2. CAUTIONS 


(a) Aplayer shall be cautioned during the course of a Federation fixture for any 
offence under the Laws of Association Football which is deemed necessary by 
the referee. A player may lodge an objection against an official caution on the 
grounds of mistaken identity. Objection must be lodged to the Secretary of the 
Federation within 48 hours. 


{b) The Referee may record any such caution during the course of play without 
the showing of a yellow card. 


(c) An official booking (or caution) is administered by the referee recording a 
player's name and number and the offence committed on the back of the team 
sheet at the conclusion of the fixture. 


(d) A Club Secretary or Club Official is entitled to request the referee at the 
conclusion of the fixture to be given information of official bookings of any of 
his Club's players and confirm that the official bookings will be carried out on 
the back of the team sheet. 

(e) After any individual player has received 4 (four) official bookings in the 
course of the season the Federation shall send a letter to the Secretary of the 
Club informing that the player has accumulated four bookings. 


(f) After any individual player has received 6 (six) official bookings in the 
course of the season he shall be fined $20 (twenty) and shall serve a one match 
suspension. 

(g) There shall be no appeal against a one match suspension after receiving 6 
(six) official bookings and the player shall serve the suspension in the fixture 
following the sixth official booking. 

(h) The player shail pay the $20 (twenty) fine before playing again. Failure to 
observe this regulation may result in loss of any points gained by the Club 
concerned, further monetary penalty and further suspension for the player. 


(i) It is not incumbent on the Federation to advise the Club that the player has 
received a sixth official booking and must serve his suspension. The 
Federation shall, however, notify the player's Club Secretary. verbally in the 
first instance and then confirm by letter, that the sixth caution has been 
administered to the player. 


(j} Any player who accumulates another two official bookings i.e. a total of 8 
(eight) shall be fined $50 (fifty) and be suspended for a further two matches. 
The Club shall also be fined $50 (fifty). 


(k) It is not incumbent on the Federation to inform a Club Secretary that a 
player has received a total of 8 (eight) cautions and must serve a two match 
suspension in the Club's next two fixtures. The Federation shail, however, 
notify a Club Secretary as soon as possible verbally in the first instance and 
confirm by letter that the eighth official booking has been administered to the 
player. 

(I) The $50 (fifty) fineeach for player and Club (as in (j) above} MUST be paid 
before the Club, or player, play its, or his next fixture. There shall be no appeal 
against this suspension or fine by either party. 

(m) Any player who accumulates more than 8 (eight) official bookings in any 
one season shall be called to appear before the Judiciary Committee who may 
apply further penalty, bond, fine or suspension for each official booking given 
to the player thereafter. The player or Club shall have no right of appeal against 
any further penalty applied. 

(n) Any Club playing any player after a sixth or eighth caution, without 
observing the mandatory suspension, shall forfeit any points from fixtures 
played in which the offending player took part. The Club shall also be called 
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Weston’s John T. Turnbull 


before the Judiciary Committee which may apply further penalty. bond, fine or 
suspension to either player or Club, or both, as it deems necessary. The Club, if 
dissatisfied with any further penalty applied by the Judiciary Committee, may 
appeal to the Board of Appeal on the penalty to the Club ONLY. 


(0) Official bookings (or cautions) shall not carry over from season to season. 
The termination of an official season shall be at the conclusion of the last 
official match of the season. 


(p) A player under suspension shall serve his suspension in the competition in 
which he was playing when the offence was committee. 


(q) NOTE: If the player was dismissed in a Reserve Grade Fixture at the 
Season's end, the suspension carries to the following Season. He shall not be 
eligible for selection in any grade until the RELEVANT GRADE in which he was 
dismissed has fulfilled the required number of Recognised Federation 
Fixtures. 


(r) For the purpose of dual-registered players, whether with a National League 
Ciub, or a Northern N.S.W. Amateur Federation Club, any suspension imposed 
under these regulations, or a further suspension imposed by the Judiciary 
Committee of Board of Appeal, MUST be served by missing the number of 
matches he has been suspended for, according to the fixtures played by the 
Member Club of the Northern N.S.W. Soccer Federation Limited he is 
registered for. 


(s) Notwithstanding, the Federation recognises that. if any suspended dual- 
registered player receives a suspension under this Federation's regulations 
and that Member Club of this Federation has completed its suspensions by 
missing the relevant number of fixtures with the National League Club or 
Northern N.S.W. Amateur Federation Club that he is dually registered for.

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TEAM SHEETS 


(a) All official Team Sheets must be sent by referees to the Registered Office of 
the Federation by the referee in charge of the Senior (ar latest) fixture on the 
match-day. by post or delivered by hand, to arrive no later than Tuesday in 
envelopes provided by the Northern N.S.W. Soccer Federation Limited to the 
Referees Association. 


(b) If no official referee is present at a fixture then it shall be the responsibility 
of the home Club to send the team sheet(s) to the Registered Office of the 
Federation to arrive no later than the time stipulated in the Regulation above. 
Failure to observe this regulation on the part of the home Club will render a fine 
of $20 (twenty). 


(c) Failure to observe this regulation on the part of the referee shall cause the 
Federation to report the referee responsible to the Secretary of the Australian 
Soccer Referees Federation (Northern N.S.W. Division) who shall be required 
to give written details to this Federation of particulars of the match in question. 


APPEALS AGAINST AUTOMATIC ONE MATCH 
SUSPENSION 
(Red Card Offence) 


(a) An appeal against the automatic (one) match suspension must be notified 
verbally to the Registered Office of the Federation by noon Monday (or noon. 
Tuesday in the case of a match played on a weekend which has included a 
Monday Public Holiday). 

(b) The appeal shall be submitted in written form, no later than noon on the 
Wednesday following the send-off offence, at the Registered Office and shall 
be accompanied by the appeal fee of $50 (fifty) for the player and $100 (one 
hundred) for the Club. 


(c) In the event of a send-off in amid-week match, special dispensation may be 
granted by the Secretary of the Federation or the Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee. to allow a player to continue playing if he lodges an appeal against 
the automatic one match suspension provided that the appeal fee of $150 
(one hundred and fifty) - $50 for the player and $100 for theclub - is lodged at 
the Registered Office before the player plays again. 

(d) Any player appealing against automatic one match suspension must 
appear at the Registered Office of the Federation at 7.30 pm on the 
Wednesday evening following his send-off unless otherwise notified. 


1) Any player who cannot appear, should lodge an explanation of his non- 
appearance directly to the Chairman of the Judiciary Committee by 7.30 
pm Tuesday following his sending off. 

2) Failure to appear may mean that the appeal has failed. However the 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee (or his nominee) may allow the 
player to submit written evidence in support of his appeal if an explanation 
of the player's inability to attend is accepted. 


{e) Referees must submit detailed send-off reports as distinct from that on the 
back of the team sheet. to the Registered Office by noon Tuesday. 


1) If this proves impossible the referee must contact the Registered Office, 
the Secretary of the Federation or the Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee with an explanation. The referee, or his representative may be 
requested to give a verbal send-off report on the answering machine of 
the Registered Office and this shall be transcribed for any such hearing if 
distance or postal delays are a problem. 


(f) The referee, or his representative, is required to appear on all occasions 
when an appeal has been lodged against the automatic one match suspension. 
Failure of the referee, or his representative, to appear will render the appeal 
successful irrespective of the contents of the send-off report. 


(g) The Referees Association Secretary will be notifiedey 8.00 pm on Tuesday 
evenings that the referee, or his representative is required to appear at an 
appeal against the automatic one match suspension. 


(h) If a player has been sent from the field in the first match on a weekend on 
which his ‘Club is to play two separate fixtures (ie. a double-header) and he 
wishes to appeal against the automatic one match suspension, a Club Official 
shall contact an Executive of the Federation and may receive special dispensa- 
tion and instructions as to allowing the player to play in the second fixture. 


(i) If the appeal against the automatic one match suspension is unsuccessful 
alt appeal monies shall be forfeited. The player and Club will be considered to 
have paid the $50 (fifty) for the send-off ($25 each) in the appeal monies. 
i) If the appeal against the automatic one match suspension is deemed 
successful, the appeal fee of $50 (fifty) shall be returned to the player and $75 
(seventy-five) to the Club. The other $25 (twenty-five) shall be held for 
administrative expenses of the Judiciary Committee.

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(k) Should the appeal be dismissed the Judiciary Committee shall have the 
right to return the appeal fee less Twenty Five Dollars ($25) administration 
costs, but shall have the right to impose any additional penalties it sees fit for 
the send-off offence. 


(1), The Judiciary Committee may as part of its duties, not only reject any 
appeal against the automatic one match suspension but may also increase the 
suspension beyond the automatic one match and further increase bond, 
suspension or fine, upon the appellant of his Club. 


(m) If an appeal against an automatic one match suspension has been denied 
by the Judiciary Committee, then the player must serve his mandatory one 
match as defined in and has no right of 
appeal to the Board of Appeal. 


(n) The following alternative is available to those Clubs which have 
headquarters situated more than 200 kilometres from the Registered Office of 
the Federation. 


1) If an appeal against automatic one match suspension is to be made it 
shall be represented to the Registered Office of the Federation by noon 
Monday (noon Tuesday in the case of a match played on a weekend which 
has included a Monday public holiday) following the send-off offence. 


2) The Board of Directors will appoint one of its number or any other 
person who shall act as the appellant Club's and player's representative at 
the subsequent Judiciary hearing 


3) Itis that person’s duty to represent the appellant to the best of his ability 
and to discuss with the Secretary of the Club. the player and possible 
witnesses by telephone, all evidence to be presented in defence of the 
player. 


4) It shall be the duty of any such person so appointed to inform the 
appellant of the decision of the Judiciary Committee as soon as possible 
and advise the player as to any further rights or course of action he or his 
Club may take. 


5) The appropriate appeal fee of $150 - $50 player and $100 club shall be 
“sent by Registered Post to the Federation Office datemarked no later than 


5.00 pm Tuesday following the send-off offence. 


(0) Nothing in the foregoirrg shall prevent the Board of Directors from approv- 
ing a course of action to meet unforseeable circumstances not covered bythe 
regulations concerning player send-offs and appeals against an automatic 
one match suspension, provided that reasonable notification and considera- 
tion shall be given to the appellant club and player. 


JUDICIARY COMMITTEE 


1. A Judiciary Committee shall be formed consisting of a Chairman, who 
shall be nominated by the Board of Directors, and any eight other persons, who 
shall be approved by the Federation Directors. 

2. The Judiciary Committee. in hearing any case, shall consist of the 
Chairman (or his nominee) and a minimum of any other three members of his 
committee. 

3. No Director of the Federation shall be eligible to sit as a Member of the 
Judiciary Committee. 

4. The Judiciary Committee shall be empowered, under these regulations, to 
examine reports submitted by Referees, Linesmen, Federation Directors, 
observers appointed by the Directors of the Federation and other persons 
concerning incidents of misconduct likely to bring the game into disrepute. 
The Judiciary Committee shall have the authority te impose penalties by way of 
reprimand, bonds, fines, suspension or a combination of any of them as 
deemed necessary on the part of players, Clubs, Coaches or any offictal of a 
Club. 

5. A Judiciary Committee member shall not take part in any hearing which 
may involve a Member or a player of a Club with which he holds office as 
Director or Committeeman or with which he otherwise holds a close 
association. 

6. The duties of the Chairman of Judiciary (or his nominee) shall be:— 

(a) To examine all send-off reports as soon as possible after noon on a 
Tuesday and to ensure that copies are available to all members of the Judiciary 
Committee. 

(b) To organise his Judiciary Committee for a Wednesday evening when given 
notice of an appeal against automatic suspension. 

(c) To organise his Judiciary Committee for a Wednesday evening to hear 
cases involving persons, players, coaches, clubs or officials that are 
summoned to appear before the Judiciary Committee. 

(d) To appoint a nominee to act in his stead if he is unavailable for a Judiciary 
Committee Meeting. 

(e) To be the sole arbiter as to whether any player is called before Judiciary 
after having been sent from the field of play, or has been guilty of any 
misconduct off the field of play, or whether any such player shall be called to 
appear to give reason why the Judiciary Committee should not increase the 
penalty by further suspension. reprimand. bonds, fines or a combination 
thereof. 

(f} To be the sole arbiter as to whether any such player, coach, club or other 
person shall be called before the Judiciary Committee to be judged as to 
whether penalty should be applied for any action which may be deemed by the 
Directors of the Federation to be likely to bring the game into disrepute. 

(g) To ensure that the appellant or aggrieved party or representation, as the 
case may be, appearing before the Judiciary Committee, is granted a fair 
hearing provided that nothing contained in these regulations shall grant a 
right of legal representation to any party at a Judiciary Committee hearing 
except only at the discretion of the Chairman or his nominee. 

(h) To be the sole arbiter as to whether any official of a Club who may have 
legal qualifications may represent the player, club, coach or any other official 
at the Judiciary Hearing. 
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(i) To order either verbally or in writing that any person, player, Coach, Club 
Official, or other Official including Directors of the Federation MUST appear 
before the Judiciary Committee to give evidence. 


(j) To direct that the proceedings before the Judiciary Committee be recorded 
in such a manner as the Chairman, or his nominee, directs and such recording 
shall be made by the Secretary of the Federation, or his nominee, who shall be 
entitled to attend each hearing for that purpose. The recorder shall vacate the 
Committee Room while the Judiciary Committee deliberates a decision or 
penaity. 

(k) To request, in the interests of justice in any particular case, the benefit of 
any known visual evidence and, if required, adjourn such hearing to another 
time and place to view such evidence. If any such hearing is adjourned to 
gather further evidence, he alone shall have the right to decide whether the 
player or aggrieved person or Club shall have any suspension lifted until the 
time of the reconvened hearing. 


7. The Board of Directors of the Federation shall. if they deem necessary, 
refer any matter of misconduct or action likely to bring the game into disrepute 
to the Chairman of the Judiciary Committee. 

8. The Judiciary Committee may impose penalty by way of reprimand, bond, 
fine or suspension or combination thereof, on any person, Club, Player, Coach: 
or Club Official that may wilfully disobey or disregard such instruction to 
appear or provide evidence of a truthful nature. 


9. The required notice to appear before a Judiciary meeting shall be 24 
(twenty-four) hours MINIMUM given verbally to a Club Secretary by the 
Chairman or his nominee. 


PLAYERS APPEARING BEFORE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE 


1. A player who has been sent from the field of play may be required to appear 
before the Judiciary Committee to give reason why the suspension should not 
be increased. 

2. Any player who has been sent from the field of play may not be called 
before Judiciary to have the automatic one match suspension increased 
unless his Club has been advised verbally by the Chairman or his nominee 
within 5 (five) days of the send-off taking place even though the Club, being so 
advised that the player is to appear before Judiciary. has not been given exact 
time, date and place, to appear. 

3. Any player so directed to appear before the Judiciary Committee MUST 
appear at such time, date and place as directed verbally to the Secretary of the 
player's Club provided a minimum of 24 (twenty-four) hours notice has been 
given. 

4. Any player who does not comply with the instructions of the Judiciary to 
appear shall be dealt with by the Judiciary Committee as the Committee. feel 
the circumstances warrant 


5. Any player who does not appear before Judiciary Committee when 
ordered may be suspended by the Judiciary Committee until such time as the 
player appears before it. 


6. The player may call two witnesses in his defence. All evidence to support 
his case shall be presented at this hearing. 


7. The player MUST be accompanied by one official of his Club provided that 
a further representative may be allowed by the Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee if he sees fit. Should the player be represented by the club official 
the hearing will proceed, but the Club shall be fined a maximum of $50 (fifty) 
for each offence. 

8. The referee concerned in the sending off offence. or his representative 
MUST appear to give evidence in addition to the written send-off report. if so 
directed by the Chairman or his nominee. 


9. The Chairman, or his nominee, may also call witnesses in the interest of 
justice in any particular case. 

10. The Judiciary Committee shall be empowered to impose penalty by way 
of loss of points to the player's club, who, in the opinion of the Judiciary 
Committee, by act, word, or by deed at the hearing attempts to subvert the 
course of such hearing or is guilty of unseemly conduct at the hearing. 


11. The Judiciary Committee in handing down any decision as in (10) above, 
shall make it plain in handing down its decision that a penalty has been 
effected for misconduct at the hearing and record this penalty in its minutes of 
the meeting. 

12. Any player or witness who finds it impossible to attend Judiciary 
meetings when requested by the Chairman, or his nominee, should make 
representation personally to the Chairman of the Judiciary Committee. or the 
Secretary of the Federation. In extreme cases the player may be allowed to 
state his case in writing if permission is granted by either of the two officials

13. The Chairman of the Judiciary shall notify the appellant of its decision 
after deliberation of each case on the evening of the Judiciary Committee 
meeting. The decision of the Judiciary Committee shall also be confirmed in 
writing to the Secretary of the appellant's Club as soon as possible. 


14. No party, player, Club or otherwise, or a member of the Judiciary 
Committee shall have the right to publicise in any manner the decision of the 
Judiciary Committee which shall be notified to the Secretary of the Federation 
who alone shall have the right to publish, in the manner determined by the 
Board, a decision of the Judiciary Committee. 


THE APPEAL BOARD 


1. An Appeal Board shall be formed by the Federation, the purpose of which 
is to adjudicate on appeals from Players, Coaches, Clubs or Club Officials 
dissatisfied with the decisions of the Judiciary Committee or the Protests and 
Disputes Committee. 


2. The Appeal Board shall consist of a Chairman, appointed by the Directors 
of the Federation, and five representatives of Member Clubs of the Federation 
as set out in these regulations. 


3. The nominees for the Appeal Board from the Member Clubs of the 
Federation shall be either one of President, Hon. Secretary or Treasurer of the 
Member Club. One must nominate and one of the other two must be named as 
proxy. No Club which has its headquarters situated more than 100 kilometres 
from the Registered Office of the Federation need nominate under this 
regulation.

4. The submission of the name of the nominee from each Member Club shall 
be made in writing to the Federation by 1st March in each year ora fine of $50 
will be imposed. Should any Club be fined under this regulation, it will also 
forfeit the right of appeal from decisions of the Judiciary or P & D until 30 
(thirty) days after a person has been nominated. 


5. The Members of the Appeal Board shall be selected by ballot by the 
Chairman of the Appeal Board, or his nominee, with State First Division, and 
Division Two adjudicating on appeals from Members playing in those 
Divisions and Divisions Three, Four and Five adjudicating on appeals from 
Members playing in those Divisions. No Member of the Appeal Board shall sit 
on any appeal concerning his own Club. 

6. The ballot for Appeal Board Members shall be conducted by the Chairman 
of the Appeal Board, or his nominee, as each case arises and shall be carried 
out so that no Club may be balloted twice before every Member Club from its 
Division has appeared on the Board of Appeal. 


7. Notwithstanding (6) above, the same Appeal Board constituted of the 
same Members may hear two separate cases concerning appeals from 
Members of the same Division on the same night. subject to the provisions in 
(5) above. 
8. The Chairman of the Appeal Board, or his nominee must give 72 (seventy- 
two) hours notice to each Member club of being required for duty on an Appeal 
Board. If any Member Club fails to present a nominee or proxy on an Appeal 
Board, given such notice then the Chairman of the Appeal Board may direct the 
Federation to allow no right of appeal against decisions of the Judiciary and P 
& D from that particular Member Club for a period of 90 days. 
8. No Director of the Federation shall be entitled to sit as a Member of the 
Appeal Board. 
10. No appellant to an Appeals Board may object to the selection of any 
sitting Member of the Appeal Board on any grounds provided that the 
Chairman of the Appeal Board, or his nominee, has drawn the Members by 
ballot. 

~<11. Itghall not-be incumbent for either the Chairman of the Appeal Board. or 
his.nominee, or the office of officers of the Northern N.S.W. Soccer Federation 
Limited to inform either the appellant or the Members of the Appeal Board as to 
the other Members of the Appeals Board, what case or cases it is to hear, or 
enter into any discussions on any matter concerning any Appeal Board 
meeting before the time and place convened for such meeting. 


12. Any Affiliated Member or organisation is entitled to appeal to the Appeal 
Board on matters concerning them arising from Judiciary or P & D Committee 
decisions in which case the ballot for Appeal Board members shall be drawn 
from all divisions. 

13. Any appeal against a decision of the Judiciary or P & D Committees shall 
be notified within 48 (forty-eight) hours of the handing down of any decision. 
This may be done verbally in the first instance provided that awritten appeal is 
delivered to the Registered Office within 72 (seventy-two) hours of the 
handing down of the decision at the Judiciary or P & D meeting and is 
accompanied by an appeal fee of $100 (one hundred). 

14. Any Club, or player, or aggrieved party under suspension arising froma 
decision of the Judiciary Committee or P & D, who has appealed to the Appeal 
Board will have any suspension waived until such time as the Appeal Board can 
be convened (other than after a case of appealing against automatic one 
match suspension - see section 

15. The Appeal Board shall have the full power to vary, modify or set aside the 


decision or finding of the Judiciary or P & D and to set aside, increase or 
decrease the period of suspension imposed or to order a new hearing. 


16: Any reduction of monetary penalty or suspension by the Appeal Board 
will signify that the appeal has been successful. 


17. \f the Appeal has been successful then $50 (fifty) of the appeal fee of 
$100 (one hundred) will be returned to the appellant, the other $50 (fifty) will 
be retained to cover administrative expenses of the Appeal Board. 


18. If the Appeal Board considers that the Appeal was made to circumvent 
these regulations and to make a suspension ineffective or to allow a player or 
players to take part in a vital fixture. the $100 (one hundred) fee will be 
forfeited. The Appeal Board may recommend a further fine not exceeding 
$200 (two hundred) fine if the Board considers that this was intended by the 
appellant Club or player. 

19. The Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, or P & D Committee or a 
nominee who was present when the appellant's case was heard by either of 
those Committees. MUST appear to give evidence at the Appeal Board to give

22. Therequired notice to appear before an Appeal Board shall be 48 (forty- 
eight) hours MINIMUM given verbally to a Club Secretary or person involved by 
the Chairman of the Appeal Board, his nominee or the office or officers of the 
Northern N.S.W. Soccer Federation Limited. 


23. Any person so summoned to appear before the Appeal Board who 
neglects to appear without prior explanation to the Chairman of the Appeal 
Board or Secretary of the Federation, shall be dealt with in terms of 
suspension, bond, fine, reprimand or a combination thereof as the Appeal 
Board sees fit. 


24. Any Player who does not appear before the Appeal Board when ordered 
may be suspended by the Appeal Board until such time as the player appears 
before it. 


25. Any aggrieved party. player, Club or Coach may call witnesses in support 
of his appeal, the number of which shall be at the discretion of the Chairman of 
the Appeal Board. 


26. Any referee, or his representative, concerned inthe appeal, MUST attend 
to give evidence if so directed by the Senior Chairman or his nominee. 


27. The Appeal Board is entitled to administer penalty by way of fine. bond, 
suspension or reprimand to any player or witness so called to a hearing of the 
Appeal Board, who, in the opinion of the Appeal Board, by act, word, or by deed 
at the hearing attempts to subvert the course of such hearing or is guilty of 
unseemly conduct at the hearing. 


28. The Appeal Board in handing down any decision due to(27) above, shall 
make it plain in handing down its decision that a penalty has been effected for 
misconduct at the hearing and record this penaity in its minutes of the 
meeting. 

29. The Chairman of the Appeal Board shall notify the appellant of its decision 
after deliberation of each case on the evening of the Appeal Board meeting.

APPEAL TO THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS

2. Any appeal to Directors from a decision of the Appeal Board must be 
lodged verbally within 48 (forty-eight) hours and in written form within 72 
(seventy-two) hours of the Appeal Board handing down its decision. The 
written appeal must be accompanied by a fee of $20 (twenty) which is not 
refundable under any circumstances. 


3. The appeal must be heard by the first meeting of the Board after the written 
appeal is lodged. 


4. The only grounds of appeal to the Board of Directors shall be against the 
severity of the penalty applied by the Appeal Board for the particular offence 
committed. 


5. The appellant may not call witnesses at the Board of Directors’ meeting. 
Any representative desired by the appellant at such meeting shall be at the sole 
discretion of the Chairman or President of the Board. 


7. The Board of Directors have no right to add to any fine or suspension 
imposed by the Appeal Board but have the right to such penalties in line with 
the appeal or severity of the sentence as they deem fitting. 


8. No aggrieved party. under any appeal to Directors, shall have suspension 
temporarily suspended while the appeal is heard. Any suspension 
administered by the Appeal! Board shall stand until the hearing by the Board of 
Directors. 


9. The decision of the Board of Directors of the Northern N.S.W. Soccer 
Federation Limited shall be final, and the decision of the Federation shall only 
be publicised at the discretion of the Board.

Officer. 

{e} The first named team on the official Fixture List is deemed to be the 
home team. 

(f} Points to be alloted will be — 
WIN: Two Points: DRAW: One Point: LOSS: No Points: 
BYE: Two Points. 

(g) All Fixtures shall be played on the date set down provided that defer- 
ments may be granted after due consideration by the Fixtures Officer. 

(h) Except in unusual circumstances and then only at the discretion of the 
Federation, teams shal! not be admitted to the Competition after the 
Season starts. 

(i) Any Club failing to complete its fixtures shall be dealt with by the Feder- 
ation unless an explanation satisfactory to the Federation is given. 

{j} Semi-finals, Finals and Grand Finals shall be run as directed by the 
Federation. 

(k) At any Board meeting the Fixtures Officer may request and be granted 
permission to play any Fixture on any day or night in order to complete 
competitions. 


3. HOST CLUB’S RESPONSIBILITIES

following:— 
(a) Supply and erection of nets and corner flags.

(2) In the event of a Player signing a registration form for more than 
one club, he shall be regarded as a bona fide member of the Club 
whose registration form shows the earlier signing date. 

(3) In the event of a signing date being the same on both registration 
forms, the player shall be regarded as a bona fide member of the Club 
whose registration form reaches the Registrar first. 

(d) If the Federation has any doubt as to the qualifications of any Player 

taking part.in any Competition, it has the power to call upon such 

Player, or the Club-which he belongs or played with, to prove that heisa 

qualified Player according to the Ruies. Failing satisfactory proof, the 

Federation may disqualify such Player and may remove the Club from 

the Competition and impose such penalties as it may think fit. 

No Club shail allow any Player who is under disqualification from this 

or any other Football Association to play in any Competition or social 

game. Any Ciub playing a disqualified Player during his periad of dis- 
qualification shall be dealt with by the Federation. 

Any Club found guilty of playing an ineligible Player shall forfeit all 

points from games which he took part and shall be automatically fined 

$20 for edch offence. Where any Club voluntarily draws the Registrar's 
attention to having played an ineligible Player no fine shall be imposed.

REFEREES’ FEES

CONDITIONS 

(a) Host Clubs must advise the Fixtures Officer, the Referees’ Secretary, or 
Chairman of the Appointments Board as to the fitness of their grounds 
during wet weather, by 7.30 a.m. on the morning of competition 
games. 

{b) The Federation shall arrange for all cancellations due to poor ground 
conditions to be broadcast over Radio 2HD and 2KO at regular 
intervals.

Four days prior to the proposed date of departure, the Sydney 
officials cancelled permission. Such a sudden, high handed action 
brought caustic criticisms from the Northern Secretary, Mr. Dave 
Johnstone. He threatened legal action to recover over One Hundred 
Pounds spent in tour preparations. 

In the premiership final. West Wallsend narrowly defeated 
Merewether by 2-1 after 2 draws (2 all and 1 all) -270 minutes play 
before a decision was reached. The teams were:

The referee refused 
permission to field a substitute. 

In the 3rd Grade Final, Minmi 2 beat Cessnock 1, while in the 
U/18 Wallsend and West Wallsend played three successive draws 
all one all. 
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1914 — FORMATION OF REFEREES ASSOCIATION 


At the Annual Meeting held at Wallsend on the 24th January, 
1914, Secretary elect D. Johnstone, recommended the formation of 
a Management Committee to enable important decisions to be made 
quicker. This was agreed. 

Another innovation was the formation of a Referees Association 
with Mr. T. Crawford (W. Wallsend) and T. Durie (Wallsend) as 
delegates. 

it was decided that the Examination Committee to test potential 
cetereee be comprised of Messrs. T. Crawford. J. Sanderson and R. 

illings. 

In the four grades, 38 entries were received. 

Newcastle secured only one representative in a 15 player party. 
which toured Queensland in June. The selected player was Jimmy 
Thomson of Cessnock. After the tour, Brisbane pressmen rated 
Thomson as “the find of a decade”. 

In the interdistrict game in Sydney. the Newcastle X1 went down 
by 3-2. The Northern X1 included: J. Sneddon (W. Wallsend), F. 
Williams (W. Wallsend), J. Thomson (Cessnock), Capt. C. Pickersgill 
(Merewether), J. Sneddon (Merewether). J. Stoker (Weston), D. 
Clarke (Weston), J. Thorpe (Merewether), F. Alberts (Merewether), F. 
Watson (Merewether), J. Clarke (Cessnock). 

At the end of the premiership series, the table stood at Weston 
10 pts., Merewether 9 pts., W. Wallsend 8 pts., Cessnock 6 pts., 
Wallsend 1 pt. 

In the final Merewether beat Weston by 1-0. The “Geordies” 
fielded several new arrivals from overseas, one such player was Bill 
Lambert and Jim Bellamy, Jim Laird, while Adam Ramage proved a 
dour defender. The sole goal was netted by J. Thorpe, who played 
formerly in the Metropolitis with H.M.S. Powerful. 


“WAR” 


2 Then the month of August brought war clouds right across the 
mpire. 

Like the two opposition codes Rugby Union and Rugby League, 
soccer players rushed to the recruiting depots. 

However, the season was completed before the A.I.F. sailed 
overseas. In the Gardiner Cup, a record number of 5 teams from the 
North entered - Merewether, West Wallsend, Cessnock, Wallsend & 
Weston. Merewether were beaten finalists, going down to Granville 
by. 3-1. Four of Merewether players had enlisted and were in a 
Sydney camp. Short leave was granted to play in the final but their 
absences disrupted Merewether's training plans. 

Of the other Northern contenders, Wallsend went out in the first 
round: West Wallsend lost to Weston in the 2nd round: Cessnock 
was dismissed in the 2nd‘round. Weston beat Holyrod in the 3rd 
round but went down to Granville in the semi-final by 3-2. 


1915 


There had been many changes before the Annual Meeting was 
held early in February, 1915. 
The executive elected was: 
President — Mr. T. McBlane 
Secretary — Mr. T.D. Johnstone 
Treasurer — Mr. R. Skillings 
The war caused many problems but delegates decided to 
continue with competitions. 

_ The strong Weston club lost five star players to West Wallsend. 
This group included W. Lambert, J. Mather, D. Clarke, A. Ramage and 
J. Gilmour owing to lack of decision by the Weston Management 
Committee. In consequence. Weston only entered a 2nd grade side. 

Two interdistrict games were played against Sydney, while in 
June, Queensland met Newcastle and lost by 2-1. Goal scorers were 
Clarke and Pickersgill for Newcastle and Burns for Queensland. 

Both games against Sydney ended in draws - 2 all in Newcastle 
and 0 all in the return match in Sydney. 

The Newcastle X1 were (in Newcastle): G. Jones, F. Williams. J. 
Thomson, C. Pickersgill, J. Lair. P. Coppock, J. Thorpe, F. Alberts, J. 
Gilmour, J. Bellamy, D. Clarke. 
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In the return game in Sydney, three changes were made - C. 
Knudson, for J. Thomson, W. Lambert for J. Bellamy and R. Ramage 
for E.-Williams. 

In the Premiership Final for the Ellis Cup, Merewether beat West 
Wallsend by 3-2 on the R.L. Ground at Broadmeadow. 

In the Kerr Cup for the Premiership Final, Merewether outed 
Cessnock by 2-1. 

Of great interest was the final of the 2nd grade between Weston 
and Adamstown. Over 1500 saw the Coalfields run out winners by 
5-2. The teams were:

West Wallsend by beating Granville in the semi-final replay by 2- 
1 after a 2 all draw. entered the final against Balmain. 

It was the first war time cup final and Balmain ran out winners by 
2-0.

1916 


Season 1916 saw the World War move into its 3rd year. All 
sections of the community had to make sacrifices to bring victory. 

In the North, -there were continual heavy enlistment of man- 
power. The Associatiomunder Secretary Ted Masterson had to face 
such a problem. . : ; 

The full delegate meeting found a very suitable solution and the 
code was kept alive bearing in mind the need to help the war effort at 
every angle. 

It was decided that the top competition be termed an “all aged” 
Premiership and an U/18 series. 

Each entrant in the top circle was allowed 4 “regular” senior 
players plus seven former juniors. Blackburn Oval near the Junction 
was the central ground and many important matches were staged 
there. 

Nine entries for the ” all aged” series were received viz Boolaroa, 
Cessnock, Kurri, Merewether “A”, Merewether “B”, Newcastle, 
Wallsend, Wallsend Rovers, Weston “A” and Weston “B”. 

In the U/18 grade there were 10 entries from Abermain, 
Boolaroo, Cessnock, Chookies, East Greta, Kurri, Merewether. 
Rovers, Wallsend Rovers and Merewether Stirling. 

In the top circle, Weston “A”, Weston “B", Newcastle and 
Wallsend qualified for the semi-finals. 

Weston “A” beat Newcastle by 1-0. while Weston “B” beat 
Wallsend 2-0. 

The all Weston final was played on a Homestead under referee J. 
Sanderson. It ended in a scoreless draw but it gave plenty of action to 
1200 fans. 

In the replay at Blackburn Oval - the “A” team had 3 changes - 
Bob Austen in goal, J. Avis replaced Austen at centre and Tweddle 
replaced Beverley on right wing. The “B” side replaced Davis with 
Hancock. 

A goal by Jack Avis in the second half gave his team the Ellis Cup. 


WAR FUND APPEAL 


Two interdistrict games between South Maitland and Newcastle 
were Staged and profits going to the War Fund Appeals. In the 
Newcastle game, South Maitland won by 4-1, but in the return game 
at Weston. Newcastle avenged with a 3-1 win. 

Another representative match of vital importance was played in 
Newcastle between Newcastle X1 v 30th Battalion X1. The “Diggers” 
won by 4-3. Many sailed for overseas the week after to experience 
the hardships of trench warfare in Northern France. The season had 
been a successful one - far more so than anticipated. 
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1917 — ENLISTMENT DRAG 


When club delegates assembled for the Annual Meeting. many 
reported depleted playing lists owing to constant enlistments. 
Merewether reported 55 members on active service; Kurri 37: 
Cessnock 33; Walisend 19; Adamstown 19; West Wallsend 15 and 
Weston 14. Other clubs were also affected. 

It was decided to continue the “All Aged” system during 1917. 
There were 8 entries viz: Cessnock, Merewether, New Lambton. 
Wallsend, West Wallsend, Weston Albions, Weston Magpies, Young 
Wallsend. 

A full series of 14 matches were played and the points scores 
read, West Wallsend 20, Weston Albion 20, Wallsend 19, Weston 
Magpies 18, Young Wallsend 16, Cessnock 10, Merewether 6. New 
Lambton 3. 

The semi-finals drew improved crowds and the finances of the 
association were placed on a sound footing. 

In the first semi-final, the Young Walisend eleven beat West 
Wallsend by 2-1. 

The other semi-final between Weston Albion and Weston 
Magpies with both teams from Weston. The clash fired the 
imagination of coalfielders, who after 4 years of war time conditions, 
were keen to support any sporting event. Over 4000 congregated at 
the Abermain Sports Ground. The crowd proved too much for the 
officials and only 40% paid the 6d admission fee. 

It proved a day of sensations. After 80 minutes hectic play the 
scores stood at 1 all. In a goal-mouth struggle a Magpie forward was 
punched by an opponent and knocked cold. The crowd immediately 
rushed through the ropes and attacked several Albion players. Word 
was flashed to a nearby group of mounted police, who were 
stationed at the Abermain No. 1 Colliery, where over 50 loyalists 
were hewing coal as all miners were on strike. As soon as the police 
entered, they rushed the field and within 5 minutes it was cleared. 
Referee J. Sanderson, who showed commendable courage, ordered 
both teams back to complete the match. The scores remained at 1 all. 
McNaughton scored for Albions and Jim Bellamy for Magpies. 

The replay was at Blackburn Oval and the Albions won by 3-0. 
Avis scoring 2 brilliant goals. Team changes in the replay were - 
Taylor for Wake for Albions, Patterson and Lynch for Barker and 
Corrigan for Magpies. 

For the final on 27th October, at Blackburn we saw both 
Wallsend and Albions unchanged. Wallsend won by 2-0, both goals 
being scored by Bert Manifield who later donned clerical cloth for 
the Methodist faith. 

Wallsend’s tactics of moving the ball quickly from wing to wing 
gradually wore down the Coalfielders who were still suffering from 
the two semi-final clashes. 

It should be recorded that the second grade attracted 10 entries. 
In the final, Adamstown beat Wallsend Rovers by 2-0. 

The Gardiner Cup was abandoned for the second season. Inthe 
place of these cup ties, two interdistrict games between Newcastle 
and South Maitland were staged and proved real crowd pleasers. 
The first at Blackburn Oval in July, the coalfields ran out winners by 
2-1. The gate of Seventy Two Pounds, was donated to Patriotic 
funds. 

South Maitland won the return match at Weston on 10th 
November. 

The District Secretary, Mr. Larry Tamlyn, attended the meeting of 
the State Association to prepare for the next season. 


1918 


Mr. Tamlyn, who has become a great power in Northern Soccer 
won the day in his trip South. He was instrumental in making 2 vital 
gains. 

1. Persuaded the State Association to again stage the Gardiner 
Cup series for state knock-out supremacy. 

2. Secured the right for Sydney Clubs to nominate in the Kerr 
Cup, which was the local K.O. series. 

The war still dragged on but sport relieved the pressure on the 
population. Tamlyn also won the right for Northern Clubs for 
Gardiner Cup matches to field all senior players - this was essential

all aged series. Strange. but this concession formed the basis of a 
protest when the final was won by Weston. 

Back to local happenings, owing to travelling difficulties, South 
Maitland clubs conducted a separate group of competitions.

Four Sydney teams entered the Kerr Cup - viz Balmain Fernleigh, 
Balmain Kiora, Pyrmont and Canterbury. Locals were Adamstown, 
Boolaroo, Minmi, Teralba, Wallsend. West Wallsend and 
Woodpeckers. 

For the Gardiner Cup, five northern teams entered along with six 
from Sydney. Cessnock, Adamstown, West Wallsend, Weston and 
oo represented the North in the first State Cup series since 

Now to the All Aged Competition. Adamstown, Wallsend, West 
Wallsend and Young Wallsend entered the semi-finals. Adamstown 
beat West Wallsend by 3 to 1 after a1 all draw. Of great interest, is 
that Bill “Podge” Maunders was on the right wing in the first match. In 
the other semi-final Wallsend easily accounted for its near rivals, 
Young Wallsend by 4-1. 

The final between Wallsend and Adamstown, proved to be one of 
the roughest on record. Players were continually warned and at the 
end, Wallsend won by 4-0. 

On the Coalfields, Weston was the winner with 7 wins and a draw 
Ha 8 games. Weston beat Cessnock by 2-0 in the Hemmings Cup 
inal. 

With the infusion of strong teams from the capital, the Kerr Cup 
series was the best ever and big crowds enjoyed the inter-city 
flavour. In the first semi-final, Wallsend knocked out Pyrmont by 2-0. 
While West Wallsend caused a real sensation by beating Balmain 
Fernleigh by 3-1. The final at West Wallsend drew a record crowd 
and the locals outpaced Wallsend to the tune of 4-0 - Tommy Coates 
(2), Dick Sneddon and N. Convery did the scoring. 

Now to the Gardiner Cup. The defeat of Adamstown by West 
Wallsend by 4-3 saw 4 Northern teams enter the 2nd round. 
Cessnock outed the favourites West Wallsend by 1-0. Weston ran up 
5-1 against Wallsend. However, this game was ordered by the 
Sydney authorities to be replayed. 

Weston again won but by only 1-0. Qualified for the semi-finals 


“were Cessnock, Weston, Pyrmont and Balmain Kiora. Coalfields 


predicted a coalfields final, but the draw saw its two teams drawn 
together. In one of the best cup ties ever seen in the north, Weston 
won its way to the final by 3-1. 

Down south, Balmain Kiora and Pyrmont had to meet thrice 
before the former won - scores were 1 ail, 3 all and 4 to 1. 


PEACE 


_ Ona bleak afternoon at Epping Racecourse, Weston managed to 
win the cup by defeating Balmain Kiora by 1-0. The Sydneysiders 
took their defeat in a very poor fashion. Immediately after the final 
whistle, they protested on 3 grounds, so the Cup was not presented. 

The “Geordies” returned home to a civic reception as hundreds 
crowded the Weston Railway Station on the Sunday night. The town 
band was in attendance but general disappointment was manifest 
oe skipper, Bill Lambert could not produce the famous Gardiner 

up.

The protest was rejected by the State Authorities, but the 
presentation of the Cup was further delayed by an appeal by the 
Balmain Club. Later the State’s Vice President took the Cup to 
Weston where he presented it to Lambert at a victory banquet. The 
occasion was made more satisfying as cables from London told the 
people of the Armistice, and the World was at peace once again. 

Weston’s Cup winning eleven was - Bob Austen, Bill Lambert. 
Jack Henry, Dick Austen, Harry Hollingshead, Jack Duxfield, Bill 
Beverly, Len Pugh, Jack Avis, Andy McNaughton, Jim Bellamy. 

Records tell that this was the only occasion when a Coalfields 
Club had won the Gardiner Cup - perhaps the most famous of all 
Australian Soccer trophies. } 

A series of interdistrict between Sydney, Newcastle and the 
Coalfields revealed that the South Maitlanders were by far the 
strongest combination. 

The results were:— 

x Sydney 3 beat Newcastle 1 in Sydney 

x Sydney 4 beat Newcastle 0 in Newcastle 

x South Maitland 3 beat Sydney O in Sydney 

x South Maitland 3 beat Newcastle in Weston 

x South Maitland O drew Newcastle O at Newcastle 

Many old timers assert that the South Maitland X1 which beat 
Newcastle at Weston in June, was the strongest ever. It comprised: 
Bob Austen, J. Thomson, W. Lambert, Dick Austen, G. Rennox, J. 
Duxfield, B. Brunskill, J. Avis, G. Hancock, J. Kennedy, Alf Hodges - 
the last winger from Whitburn, regarded as the fastest flanksman 
ever. 

In a special despatch from behind the trenches in France, came 
the news that a 34th Battalion (Newcastle) beat an English Army Unit 
by 3-2. For recording purposes the team comprised: Sneddon 
(Cessnock), Lovett (Teralba), Taylor (Cessnock), White (Adamstown).

1919 — AUSSIES COME HOME 


The return of thousands of soldiers from the war zones gave all 
football codes a big fillup. Hundreds saw soccer overseas and sawits 
many virtues. Their interest in the game soon showed its mark on the 
Australian Soccer scene, especially in the Newcastle District. 

There was a big upsurge in patronage. A big migration of miners 
from England, Scotland and Wales brought many players and 
spectators to the North. 

However, early in 1919, the N.D.B.F.A. issued a comprehensive 
list of players who had fallen in battle. Over 500 names were printed 
in the Annual Report.
